The New Gould Medical Dictionary defines Naturopathy as follows: “A therapeutic system embracing a 
* complete physianthropy employing nature’s agencies, forces, processes and products except major surgery.” 





WHEN THE CONSTITUTION of the 
United States was being drawn up, 
Dr. Benjamin Rush of Philadelphia, 
one of the stalwarts in the early days 
of the Republic, is reputed to have ob- 
served that it was a pity no provision 
had been made in it guaranteeing me- 
dical freedom. 


Medical freedom, he opined, was the 
right of every American citizen to se- 
lect the doctor of his choice. With seem- 
ing clairvoyance he predicted that the 
healing arts, then represented only by 
allopathic medicine, would in years to 
come advance beyond the dreams of 
anyone then living. He predicted that 
other modes of curing the sick would 
be advanced and hinted that entrenched 
allopaths should not be allowed to dom- 
inate the field of caring for ills. 


Dr. Rush turned out to be a prophet. 
Not only have his fears come true but 
organized allopathy stops at nothing to 
suppress and harass the more advanced 
healing sciences that have developed in 
the last half century. 


Their tool, of course, is the powerful 
and ruthless American Medical Associa- 
tion (A.M.A.), organized in 1847 by a 
group of conscientious and well-mean- 
ing allopaths. Its original purpose was 
to help members, and to exchange ideas 
for the benefit of all, including their 
patients. Around the year 1900 the 
A.M.A. was taken over and made into 
an oligarchy by a politician named 
George H. Simmens. Morris Fishbein 
became Simmon’s successor. A medical 
dictatorship now exists. 


The A.M.A. attempts to harass and 
destroy new sciences which develop, de- 
voted to curing people by recognizing 
natural laws and important facts of life. 
The main ones are chiropractic, natur- 
opathy and osteopathy. These sciences 





have survived in spite of restrictive 
legislation and mendacious propagan- 
da in mediums of public information. 


At the present time, a “big push” 
against the naturopathic professions is 
on. The attack was mapped at the 1953 
A.M.A. convention in St. Louis and they 
hope to have a blitzkrieg going — the 
objective being to exterminate all of 
the minority healing professions by 
1958. 

SOUTH CAROLINA CHOSEN 

AS PROVING GROUND 


The first victims listed are the South 
Carolina naturopathic physicians. The 
pattern evolved in the Palmetto State 
undoubtedly is the one they are plan- 
ning to use in the other 47 States, not 
only upon the naturopaths and their 
patients but the chiropractors and the 
osteopaths also. 























Naturopathy has been officially re- 
cognized by state law in South Caro- 
lina since 1920. For the first 17 years, 
naturopathy was under allopathic con- 
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trol. But the allopaths bungled things 
so much, they proved more of a harass 
ment than a help. So in 1937 the South 
Carolina legislature divorced naturo- 
pathy from medicine and gave the ne. 
turopaths their own licensing board. 


This has worked out excellently, a 
it has in every State where the minority 
professions are legally independent of 
their allopathic brothers. While the 
A.M.A. at St. Louis decided that both 
chiropractic and naturopathy had to go, 
the hatchetmen decided it would bk 
easier to knock them off one at a time, 
according to the Communist divide-and. 
conquer method. 


This appears to have been a smatt 
move. It has lulled the chiropractor 
into a false sense of security. As 4 
result they are not joining the naturo 
paths against the common enemy. 


The modus operandi of the A.M.A. 


in South Carolina was a masterpiece, | 


worthy of a far better cause. Headquar- 
ters of its lobby is in Washington, D.C, 
where they have a large staff of pro 
fessionals and spend money at the rate 
of a half million dollars a year to ip 
fluence Congress and various legislatur 
es. 


Long before the State legislature cor 
vened for the 1955 session, South Car 
olina was infiltrated by A.M.A. lobby: 
ists who put local attorneys on thei 
payroll to contact various legislator 
and sell them the A.M.A.’s bill o 
goods. 


In each county the legislative dele 
gations were asked to attend a dinnet. 
At this dinner also were the lobbyist 
and prominent allopathic physicians 
The physicians were picked carefully: 
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HE FOUR POWER Conference 

(United States, England, France and 
Russia) held at Geneva, publicized as 
the “Summit,” came and went, but the 
cold war goes on. 


Bulganin, Khrushchev and Zhukov, 
representing Moscow, gained what they 
wanted without giving a single thing in 
exchange. President Eisenhower out 
talked them ... but they out maneuver- 


ed him! 


The Kremlin’s new policy of polite- 
ness involves a change in method, not 
motive. Soviet leaders have no real de- 
sire to relax world tensions. Red ob- 
jectives remain the same. Their pres- 
ent approach is more subtle, insidious 


and difficult to handle. 


Diplomats of other countries who ex- 
pect anything concrete to result, are 
engaging in wishful thinking. Commu- 
nists throughout the world have become 
alarmed over the way public sentiment 
in the United States has crystalized 
against them. McCarthyism struck ter- 
ror to their hearts. 


An effort is now being put forth, with 
some degree of success, to delude and 
disarm the American people and lull 
them into a sense of false security re- 
garding the Communist menace. They 
are told that “peaceful coexistence” has 
€come a possibility, and that in view 
of this development, a more friendly 
and conciliatory attitude should be cul-

tivated toward Iron Curtain countries. 
Powerful propaganda is being used to 
slant public thinking along these lines. 


It is a matter of concern to Chris- 
tians who understand the Satanic and 
atheistic motivation of Communism, 
that the Eisenhower administration has 
shown signs of softening. 


The President cannot be quoted at a 
press conference without permission, 
but an August 4th Associated Press dis- 
patch from Washington described him 
as praising “the more or less concilia- 
tory attitude shown by the Soviets in 
recent months” ... and mentioned an 
expressed desire on his part “to find a 
solution fair to both sides.” 

Two sides do not exist. There is only 
one side — the American side, as far as 
we are concerned. The Communist 
movement is an international conspira- 
cy operating by force and violence for 
the destruction of everything precious 
to the heart of every true American. 























After the Four Power Conference, 
when Bulganin rejected Eisenhower’s 
proposal for an exchange of military 
secrets as evidence of peaceful inten- 
tions, the President yielded more ground 
by stating that the door was still open. 
He felt the: red delegation to Geneva 
should still be treated with deference 
and respect. 


A United Press report from Moscow 


stated: “President Eisenhower proposed 
to Russia at the Big Four Summit Con- 
ference in Geneva that the two nations 
trade their arms and military blueprints 
and throw both countries open to un- 
limited aerial reconnaissance and aer- 
ial photography to prove their mutual 
desire for peace. Bulganin’s rejection 
of the plan was made during a one hour 
and 35 minute report to an extraordin- 
ary session of the Soviet parliament on 
the tesults of the Geneva conference.” 


A dispatch from Washington the fol- 
lowing day explained: “President 
Eisenhower said he does not believe 
Premier Bulganin of Russia has closed 
the door to an eventual United States- 
Soviet disarmament agreement.” 


To credit the Kremlin with peaceful 
intentions is to engage in wishful think- 
ing. Their present honeyed words mean 
nothing. They remain anti-Christs at 
heart. The Truman-Acheson crowd 
warmed the serpent in Korea and there 
are leaders at Washington today who 
lean in the same direction. 


An editorial in the U. S. News & 
World Report of August 5th said: 


“Closest friends of the President are 
concerned about the use to be made by 
Communists of the kind words that Mr. 
Eisenhower had to say about the world’s 
Communist leaders. At the least, it is 
expected that these words will be used 
to convince millions of people held 
captive by the Reds that U. S. leaders 
are losing interest in what happens to 
them. 


“John Foster Dulles, Secretary of 
State, is not as convinced as President 
Eisenhower that the be-kind-to-Commu- 
nists campaign will pay off in real di- 
vidends that ever can be cashed.”

THE PRESIDENT is playing into the 

hands of the reds. He is trying to fit 
his Country into an international 
scheme evolved by hidden masters of 
politics and finance. 


It would be interesting to know with 





whom he is exchanging confidences be- 
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hind the scenes. His movements are to- 
ward the left in matters of internation- 
al policy. That he is being guided by a 
power higher than the Summit, is clear- 
ly evident. 


Programs have been mapped and | 





deals made at stratospheric levels, by 
“the rulers of the darkness of this 
world,” inimical to the welfare of the 
American people. The Four Power Con- 
ference was the effect of causes unseen 
by the public eye. 




















The world pattern set by powerful 
planners at the top, is now coming into 
focus on lower levels. Because of the 
existing system of international con- 
trol, it is to be questioned if any man 
could become President of the United 
States who did not make advance com- 
mitments. 


A blueprint for world domination 
has been drawn. A master plan exists. 
Those who get in the way, like Senator 


McCarthy, are liquidated. 


The ultimate objective is a One 
World Government — an anti-Christ 
system, presided over by one particu- 
lar racial group. Those who understand 
the nature of the plot, and its ramifica- 
tions, attached great importance to 
Moltov’s visit with Bernard Baruch last 
month (a few days before the Big Four 
Conference). 


Coexistence (so-called) is another 
way for saying that planners above the 
Summit are moving methodically to- 
ward a One World system. Under the 
present arrangement, heads of govern- 
ments, both East and West, must coop- 
erate or be removed. 

But the planners have in some instan- 
ces encountered deterrents. Things have 
happened to slow their operation. They 
have of late found it necessary to make 
detours, but their objectives remain un- 
changed. Sentiment against Commu- 
nism in the United States must be level- 
ed off if the plan is to succeed. 

Outspoken opponents of the Soviet 
aims must be silenced. This explains 
why the White House ordered Senator 
McCarthy’s destruction ... with obed- 
tent Senators of the Carlson, Watkins, 
Flanders type doing the hatchet work. 




















A period of coexistence is needed to 
water down and devitalize opposition 
to Communism on the part of the Amer- 
ican people. The Eisenhower program 
of appeasement has failed, for the rea- 
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son that it was never intended to suc- 
ceed. The purpose of the planners was 
simply to weaken the anti-Communist 
forces of the United States and give the 
reds a needed breathing spell. 


Consequently, a stalemate exists on 
every major issue raised at the Four 
Power Conference. Only Russia bene- 
fited, in a concrete way, from the exer- 
tions — as noted by the American con- 
cession to have Ambassador Alexis 
Johnson sit down with Wang Ping-man 
of Red China, at Geneva for concilia- 
tory talks a few days later. 


This was immediately branded as a 
“sellout” by leaders on Formosa. John- 
son started at once referring (disgust- 
ingly) to the red government of China 
as “the People’s Republic.” 


Imagine that! A Republic! 


It became at once evident that some 
mysterious power had ordered Wash- 
ington and Peiping representatives to 
get together at the ambassadorial level, 
looking forward to admitting Red China 
into the United Nations. 


Hsu Fu-lin, who stands very near 
Chiang Kai-shek, issued the following 
biting statement from Formosa: 


“The United States made a great 
mistake in agreeing to talk with Red 
China. We must do everything we can 
to oppose the trend toward appease- 
ment. The late President Roosevelt sold 
us down the river at Yalta, and the 
Eisenhower administration might re- 
peat the process at Geneva.” 


Chen Chi-tien, leader of the Young 
China Party, said: 


“We are gravely worried over the 
foreign policy trend of the Eisenhower 
administration. When Mr. Eisenhower 
ran for the Presidency, he talked about 
liberation of the captive peoples be- 
hind the Iron Curtain. After assuming 
office, he switched to containment of 
Communism. Now no matter from what 
angle the present White House policy 
is viewed, it spells only one thing: ‘Ap-

peasement . 
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In a forceful editorial, the Central 
Daily News published on Formosa, an. 
nounced : 


“The day the Chinese Communists 
shoot their way into the United Nations 
we shall withdraw from the world body 
within the hour. If it did happen it 
would not only be a loss for the Repub- 
lic of China but also a serious blow, 
both moral and spiritual to the United 
States, the leader of the democratic 
world.” 


On this side of the Pacific, the Chica- 
go Tribune remarked acidly: 


“The Chinese Communists have been 
pushing us around for a period of years, 
fighting us in Korea, brainwashing our 
prisoners, jailing our fliers and citizens 
on trumped up charges, and reviling us 
at every chance. But, in the new atmos- 
phere of international good-fellowship, 
the theory obtains that all of these un- 
pleasant facts will vanish with a nice 
chat.”

AS MIGHT have been expected, Sen- 

ator McCarthy spoke out in no un- 
certain terms, pointing his finger 
straight at the President. (A few para- 


graphs, excerpts, from his August Ist 
Senate speech are reproduced below.) 


“On June 16, and again on July 11, 
I discussed at some length the prospects 


for the Big Four conference. I took the { 
position that the decision to attend a [7 


summit meeting was ill-advised — that 
it meant, inevitably, a free world de- 
feat. 


“My critical mistake was to assume | 
that after Geneva had failed our Gov- | 
ernment would recognize and acknowl: | 


edge that it had failed. I assumed that 
after Soviet leaders had dashed the 
world’s hopes that communism had mel: 


lowed and had abandoned its goal of — 


world conquest, we would recover our 
balance, and embark once again on a 
course of dedicated opposition to our 
mortal enemy. 


“I thought that it would take some 
time to pick up the pieces, and to re: 
pair the Free World’s position; but | 
did not reckon seriously with the pos: 
sibility that the myth of Communist re- 
formation would not only be alive and 
flourishing after Geneva, but that its 
foremost exponent would be the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. 


“The Communists set out to crack the

West’s will to resist, and in this — for 
the moment, at least — they have been 
utterly successful. 

“President Ejisenhower’s announce- 
ment that our Government has made 
friends with the Kremlin leaders would 
have a precedent if the mayor of Chica- 
go had publicly proclaimed in the early 
thirties that his administration had 
made friends with the Capone mob. 


“The truth about Geneva is that it did 
not produce one scrap of evidence that 
the Communists had budged from their 
objective of world conquest. Every pro- 
posal made by the West, the Commu- 
nists either rejected or ignored. Every 
proposal made by the Communists had 
been made, in substance, a hundred 
times before — and a hundred times 
had been unacceptable to the West. 


“What was learned at Geneva about 
Soviet intentions? The world learned 
— or, better, that part of the world 
that paid attention to the concrete po- 
sitions taken by the Soviet delegation — 
that Communist intentions were the 
same as ever: destruction of Western 
civilization and Communist domination 
of the world. But what did the Presi- 
dent learn? 

“The President discovered that the 
Soviet leaders sincerely wanted peace. 
And how did the President arrive at 
that conclusion? Why, Bulganin told 
him so, Khrushchev told him so, and— 
just in case any doubts lingered — his 
old chum Zhukov told him so. 

“To my mind, Mr. Eisenhower’s pro- 
fession of faith in the Communists’ sin- 
cerity was the most astonishing state- 
ment ever uttered in public by a Presi- 
dent of the United States. One would 
have expected the American press, had 
it still a sense of responsibility, to have 
heaped ridicule upon the President’s 
head. Instead, the reporters and the col- 
umnists relayed the statement to the 
American people with the strongest im- 
plications that it was a carefully weigh- 
ed, level-headed judgment, thoroughly 
warranted by the facts. 

“The only thing to be regretted about 
the statement, the press observed, was 
that it might get the President into 
trouble with unimaginative politicians 
back home. 

“When Franklin Roosevelt and 
Harry Truman offered similar apprais- 
als of Soviet intentions, in the heyday 
of our alliance with Russia, the Repub- 
lican Party denounced such foolishness 





in rounder terms than I am using today. 
Since Democrats have a President who 
thinks the way they do, and Republi- 
cans a President who, they feel, is in- 
dispensable for keeping their party in 
power, the number of protests can be 
counted on the fingers of one hand. 


“Of course, Mr. Eisenhower was pop- 
ular with the European neutralists. Of 
course, they loved him. He said precise- 
ly what they wanted to hear, and did 
precisely what they wanted him to do. 
He announced that Communists sincere- 
ly wanted peace. He sealed a friendship 
pact with the Soviet leaders. He changed 
America’s policy from one of militant 
opposition to communism to one that 
comes very close to wanting peace at 
any price. His lines at Geneva would 
not have read much differently had the 
European neutralists dictated every 
word. 


“T ask the Senate: Would Senator 
Taft or General MacArthur, if one of 
them were our President at this time, 
have received the accolades of Europe? 
Most certainly not, and for the very 
good reason that neither Taft nor Mac- 
Arthur would have been seduced by 
the blandishments of Communist pro- 
paganda. They would have denounced 
the Soviet peace offensive for the fraud 
it is. 

“T think it is time to say a word about 
the relationship between the Presi- 
dent and Marshal Zhukov. If Dwight 
Eisenhower were a private citizen, his 
friendship with a Communist might be 
nobody’s business but his own. But he 
is not. He is the President of the United 
States, and, as such, ought to have a 
decent regard for the feelings of his 
countrymen. Marshal Zhukov may have 
been Mr. Eisenhower’s wartime ‘buddy,’ 
a comrade in arms, and all that; but 
it remains that he is a leading member 
of a ruthless cabal that holds one-third 
of the world’s peoples in chains, and 
that, to ‘boot,’ is determined to destroy 
the United States. 


“It goes without saying that Marshal 
Zhukov would not be where he is today, 
did he not support communism whole- 
heartedly and did he not possess the 
measure of deceit, treachery, and bru- 
tality that qualifies for membership in 
the Communist high command. The 
argument that, through Zhukov, we 
have a pipeline to the Kremlin, is sheer 
nonsense: Zhukov is not going to tell 
the President anything the Communist 
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leadership does not want him to know. 
Moreover, the sort of thing that Zhukov 
is likely to tell the President is the sort 
of thing the President should hear less 
of, not more. 


“Five years ago I saw a picture that 
was only slightly less bleak and slightly 
less hopeful thar this one. It depicted a 
situation that affected the survival of 
this Nation every bit as seriously as does 
the situation today. As I saw it then, 
there was only one recourse — to take 
the issue to the American people. That 
is the only solution I see today. I shall 
go to the people.”

HE GREAT compromise with Com- 

munism, promoted by the Eisen- 
hower administration, has taken such 
proportions that the leftist columnist 
Ray Tucker can write (August 7th): 


“The McCarthy hysteria which dark- 
ened the early days of the Eisenhower 
administration, has virtually vanished 
as a result of improved relations with 
Russia. 

“In Congress, the courts, the schools, 
scientific circles, and throughout the 
Country generally, the 1952-53 ‘witch 
hunt’ has turned into a sane pursuit of 
peace and prosperity. 

“The Supreme Court for instance, 
has held that an ‘ancient’ membership 
in a subversive organization does not 
justify the State Department in with- 
holding a passport. Paul Robeson has 
been permitted to sing in Canada, and 
possibly in Europe. Administration and 
operation of the Refugee Act has been 
loosened up to permit foreign scientists 
to enter after thorough screening. 

“Federal judges have ruled that pub- 
lic officials accused of ‘radical’ ideas 
or of being security risks must be given 
a copy of the charges filed against them, 
although the Supreme Court has duck- 
ed the contention that they be allowed 
to face accusatory informers. 

“Finally, as a result of protests 
against alleged unfairness, secrecy and 
un-American procedure, Congress 
has empowered a 12-man commission to 
investigate and possibly revise the whole 
Federal Security System. 

“Like so many ‘Savonarolas on a 
soapbox’ before him, McCarthy has 
discovered that ‘witch hunts’ are alien 
to the American sense of fair play and 
decency. Surest proof is that Ike’s at- 
tempt to reach an understanding with 
both Russian and Chinese Reds, al- 
though anathema to the Wisconsin man, 
commands almost unanimous support 
of Congress and the American people. 


“ ‘McCarthyism,’ in short, has fallen 
into such ill repute that it is doubtful 
if he car be re-elected, according to re- 
ports from Badger State politicians.” 














Dwight Eisenhower must be held re- 
sponsible for the state of affairs in our 
Country which makes possible a glee- 
ful report of this kind (reminiscent of 
the days of Roosevelt and Truman), 
by @ columnist famous for pro-Com- 
munist rantings.

EANWHILE the cold war continues. 
The Communists of the world have 
not given a single inch of ground. 


As this Defender goes to press, dis- 
patches from Korea tell of an unarmed 
American plane being shot down over 
“the demilitarized zone that separates 
North and South Korea.” The T6 train- 
ing plane was riddled by Communist 
guns. The fate of the two Americans, a 
captain and a lieutenant, was not 
known. United States Major General 
Harlan C. Parks charged in a letter to 
the Communists that the attack was 
“barbarous.” 

The following press report came 
from Tairel, Formosa on August 18th: 
“The Chinese Communists have massed 
2,000 junks against the Nationalist Mat- 
su Island group, Totao News Agency 
said last night. The Nationalist Chinese 
Government Agency said the ships were 
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spread around the group in a 20-mile 
radius.” 

At the very time of the talks between 
Ambassador Johnson and leaders from 
Red China in Geneva, Communists were 
bombarding Islands held by Chiang 
Kai-shek in the Formosa Strait. 


Armed Communists are now fight- 
ing the British in Malaya’s jungles and 
threatening to reopen the Indo-China 
war. 

They are fomenting strikes, rioting 
and bloodshed in Singapore, Britain’s 
key base in the Pacific. 


They are stirring up trouble in India 
against Portugal. 

Communist organizers, trained in 
Moscow and Peiping, are moving into 
Southeast Asia, putting pressure on 
Laos and South Vietnam. 

Communists have crawled out of the 
underground to seize the balance of 
power in Parliament of Indonesia, 
where their recent attempt to take con- 
trol of the army caused a government 
to collapse. 

In Afghanistan, Soviet “technicians” 
are trying to build a new satellite. The 
country is being drawn deliberately into 
the Soviet orbit. Communist political 
propaganda is being stepped up. Offic- 
ial coolness toward American activities 
has developed in a nation long regard- 
ed as a vital link in the West’s chain of 
defense against Russian aggression. 

Tito is again tossing insults at the 
United States and accepting the right 
hand of fellowship extended him by 
Moscow. The Kremlin recently wiped 
out a 90-million dollar debt claim 
against Yugoslavia. 

A well known writer on_ political 
subjects says: “Communist armies ev- 
erywhere are pushing their preparations 
for war. Fresh Soviet troops with mod- 
ern arms are moving into East Ger- 
many. Communist military equipment 
is pouring into North Korea and North 
Vietnam under the shelter of truce 
agreements with the West. Red China is 
concentrating fighting power within 
striking distance of Formosa.” 

Zionists, occupying sensitive areas in 
the Eisenhower administration, are sup- 
porting the Communist line for the Mid- 
dle East by giving Israel preference 
over the Arab States. Countries like 
Egypt are being forced into trade re- 
lations with Russia and her satellite 
Czechoslovakia is exchanging heavy 
equipment for Egyptian rice. Red 
China is purchasing Middle East cotton. 


Communism is again on the march, 
in approximately three-fourths of the 
earth’s surface, while the United States 
under present management ‘is being 
weakened by compromise.

THE MYSTERY 
OF THE 
JEWISH POWER

HERE WAS launched in ancient 

Babylon 2500 years ago the most 
powerful secret organization the 
world has ever known. Like a serpent, 
it has crawled down the corridors of the 
centuries, and continues to be today the 
dominating force among the nations. 
Jesus called its leaders, in His day, a 
“generation of vipers.” 


The twentieth century finds this or- 
ganization more influential and power- 
ful than ever before. Its agents operate 
in all areas of our national life.

America and 
the rest of the world will be delivered 
from its grasp, only when the truth be- 
comes known. The task of enlightening 
the masses of people is rendered diffi- 
cult by the control which the organi- 
zation wields over governments, inter- 
national finance and channels of public 
information. 





























From the days of Moses until the war 
with Babylon, the main religion of Is- 
rael, both in the ten Northern and two 
Southern tribes, was monotheistic be- 


lief in Jehovah God and observance of 
the Mosaic Law. The twelve tribes first 
had Tabernacle worship and later the 
Temple rituals which looked forward 
to the coming of the world’s Redeemer. 


When the Southern tribes of Benja- 
min and Judah antagonized Babylon, 
in defiance of Jeremiah’s instructions, 
a change took place. King Zedekiah 
held a rendezvous with the prophet and 
privately admitted, “I am afraid of the 
Jews that are fallen to the Chaldeans.” 


Jewish pressure on the court resulted 
in Jeremiah’s persecution and the Baby- 
lonian captivity. While in Babylon, Jew- 
ish leaders had ample time to go into 
the Country’s libraries and study the 
black magic and sorcery that had come 
down from the days of Cain. 


They blended the black arts with the 
Law of Moses and evolved the Talmu- 
dic system which has remained em- 
bedded in international Jewry to the 
present hour. The Jews entered Babylon 
with priests, Temple worship and the 
book of Moses. They came out with 
rabbis, synagogues and the Talmud. 


The Talmud is the bible of Judaism. 
The Old Testament is used for window 
dressing purposes. Chief Rabbi Hertz 
states in the front of the Babylonian 
Talmud: 


“During the exile Israel found #- 
self. It not only rediscovered the Tora 
and made it the rule of life, but under 
its influence new religious institutions 
such as the synagogue, congregational 
worship without priests or ritual.” 


Arsene Darmester, who has been long 
recognized in Jewish circles as an au- 
thority on the Talmud, has this to say: 


“Nothing, indeed, can equal the im- 
portance of the Talmud ... The daily 
study of the Talmud, which among Jews 
began with the age of ten to end with 
life itself, necessarily was a severe gym- 
nastic exercise for the mind, thanks to 
which it acquired incomparable sub- 
tlety and acumen ... The study of Ju- 
daism is that of the Talmud, as the 
study of the Talmud is that of Judaism 
... Thus became possible the strange 
phenomenon, unique in history, I be 
lieve, of a people dispersed to the four 
corners of the earth, yet one, of a nation 
without a land, yet living. The miracle 
was accomplished by a book, the Tal- 
mud.” 


It is the Talmud, and nothing else, 
that binds international Jewry into a 
solid body. Darmester generalizes when 
he refers to the Satanic document as a 
“book.” In reality it encompasses 63 
large volumes, containing the accum- 
ulated writings of rabbis from Baby- 
lon to the fifth century A.D. 


Rabbi Morris N. Kertzer says: “The 
Talmud consists of 63 books of legal, 
ethical and historical writings of an- 
cient rabbis. It was edited five centuries 
after the birth of Jesus. It is a com- 
pendium of law and lore. It is the legal 
code which forms the basis of Jewish 
religious law and it is the textbook 
used in the training of rabbis.”

WHILE in Babylon, the Jewish lead- 

ers propounded the theory that they 
were a chosen people, a God race, to 
which all other peoples were inferior. 
The idea of complete control of man- 
kind through world government devel- 
oped from this seed thought. 


Talmudic leaders in the day of Christ 
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decided first to accept Him, thinking 
He would lead a rebellion and give 
them world dominion. He killed the 
movement in the borning and they turn- 
ed against Him. 


To accomplish their end, those who 
framed the Babylonian plan establish- 
ed an occult organization known as the 
Kehillah and sometimes called Kahal 
which means “Community Assembly of 
Government,” and took the snake as a 
symbol. These black magicians decided 
to conquer the world through serpent- 
like slyness. 


The head represented those who had 
been initiated into the plans of Jewish 
administration, while the body of the 
snake symbolized the Jewish people. 
The administration was to be kept se- 
cret, even from the masses of Jews. As 
the snake would penetrate the hearts of 
nations, it could be expected to devour 
everything in the way. 


There was a depth of meaning to the 
words of Christ addressed to the Tal- 
mudists of His day: “O generation of 
vipers, how can ye, being evil, speak 
good things? for out of the abundance 
of the heart the mouth speaketh.” And: 
“Ye serpents, ye generation of vipers, 
= ye escape the damnation of 

e ? ” 


The ability of the Talmudic power 
to penetrate and gain control over gov- 
ernments was noted in the Wilson, 
Roosevelt and Truman administrations 
— which, incidentally, resulted in two 
world wars and the rise of anti-Christ 
Zionism and Communism. The impact 
of the criminal code embodied in the 
Talmud comes home to every American 
fireside, a fact to which our people are, 
for the most part, oblivious. 


These writings of the rabbis contain 
the filthiest rot ever put into human 
language. For instance, Jesus is describ- 
ed as a bastard, conceived during men- 
struation when Mary had sexual inter- 
course with a demon. (And bear in 
mind that every living rabbi occupies 
the office he holds in the system, for 
having devoted years of his life to a 
study of the Talmud.) When Jewish 
leaders accused our Lord of being the 
son of a depraved woman, He retaliated 
wd Sd “Ye are of your father the 

evil. 


This is only a sample of the Talmud’s 
sewage. Imagine a “religious” code de- 
voting pages and lewd details to ex- 
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plaining the right of a rabbi to cohabit 
with a three-year old baby girl. 


No other “religious” teaching has 
ever underwritten or subscribed to ly- 
ing, cheating and murder (of other 
races) as tenets of its faith. No other 
“religious” teaching has become so 
racist that it regards the rest of man- 
kind as being om the level of beasts. 


Little wonder that our Lord defied 
the Talmudists and called them “whited 
sepulchres full of dead men’s bones,” 
to their faces! 


This book contains thousands of su- 
perstitions, such as carrying pulverized 
manure from a white dog around the 
neck for certain cures. If one eats fish 
he must not be bled on the following 
day. If he has been bled he must not 
eat fish on the following day. On the 
third day both would be dangerous. 
After blood letting a man must not, on 
the same day, drink milk, eat cheese, 
onions or vegetables. If a man, how- 
ever, has eaten these things, he should 
mix a quart measure of vinegar and a 
quart measure of wine and drink the 
concoction. If a motion of the bowels 
ensues, the evacuation should take place 
without, and on the east side of town. It 
is a sacred requirement that one must 
spit if the name Christ be mentioned. 


The contents of the Talmud explains 
why the Jews are strange, different and 
odd. Their minds have been for centur- 
ies warped by a demoniac code. Their 
egos have been inflated into a state of 
self-hypnosis, causing them to believe 
that they are in some mysterious way 
especially “chosen.” 


* * * 
HE TALMUD demoralizes every- 


thing it touches. Before this occult 
power gained the upper hand in our 
part of the world, American thought 
was basically Christian. But when Jews 
carried their Talmudic doctrines into 
the field of literature and art, there be- 
gan a rapid decline. 


The serpent is today crawling in ev- 
ery department of our national exist- 
ence. It is no accident that Christian 
patriots, particularly the opponents of 
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Communism, are systematically smear- 
ed and maligned by press and radio. It 
is no accident that millions of Ameri- 
cans sit night after night, and watch 
Jewish “entertainers” put on filthy, 
suggestive and disgusting programs. 


Radio and TV are Talmudically con- 
trolled. Most of the actors are Jews, 
but Gentiles who perform must use 
scripts prepared, for most part, by Jew- 
ish writers. 


(Anyone who doubts that our air 
waves are under Talmudic domination 
only needs to investigate the radio scan- 
dal of Wichita, Kansas where Dr. Ger- 
ald B. Winrod has tried 18 years to 
purchase time for definitely Christian 
broadcasts on local stations. Managers 
tell him the B’nai B’rith Jewry has for- 
bidden him the right of speaking, de- 
spite the fact that he has offered to sub- 
mit his scripts a month ahead of time 
for examination.) 


The B’nai B’rith Fraternal Lodge for 
Jews only was organized in 1843. It op- 
erates at international levels, in all 
countries. In 1913 the B’nai B'rith add- 
ed to its many sided organization one 
known now as the Anti-Defamation 
League. This outfit is richly endowed 
and heavily staffed, with tentacles 
reaching throughout the United States. 


Its professed aim is to combat racial 
and religious intolerance. In actual 
practice, it has consistently directed at- 
tacks upon known opponents of Com- 
munism, using smearing, vilification, 
misrepresentation and character assas- 
sination as chief weapons. Just why 
any race should be permitted to operate 
a Gestapo in the United States is not 
clear. 


The Anti-Defamation League is a 
police agency, which seems in some re- 
spects, to even surpass the F.B.I.. Only 
three or four members of the House and 
Senate have ever dared resist its power. 
It admits maintaining a force of 2000 
expert investigators in cities across the 
continent, and thousands of other help- 
ers. 


They keep files, listing the names and 
containing the records of every man 
and woman in whom, for any cause the 
Jews might have the least interest. The 
organization has been correctly brand- 
ed an invisible government. 


To give an example: It often happens 
when I travel about the Country speak- 
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ing against Communism that, upon 
reaching a city, I find a group of Jew- 
ish businessmen, and usually a rabbi 
and liberal preacher, have called on 
the Pastor sponsoring the meeting. 


With them they bring the same stale 
trash out of Anti-Defamation League 
files, charging me as being anti-Cath- 
olic, anti-labor, anti-Negro and anti 
several other things. Other speakers 
have the same experiences. The local 
auspices sometimes become frightened 
and intimidated. 


I have actually faced reports taking 
me back to the age of 10, so thorough 
is Anti-Defamation League sleuthing. 
They even tell about the time when, as 
a boy, I tied wire around an outhouse 
near the railroad track on a Halloween 
night and the midnight freight smashed 
it to bits. These reports contain my 
school record, and many things about 
my private life and that of my family. 
They tell how I have been arrested for 
“criminal activities” (neglecting to ex- 
plain that those activities consisted of 
fighting Communists). This record 
against me is known to be in the files 
of Anti-Defamation League offices in 
more than 1200 American cities. 


From these centers there goes forth 
millions of pieces of deceptive litera- 
ture a year packed with falsehoods, 
half-truths and Talmudic propaganda. 
I am listing some of the books this 
Gestapo has prepared. On the surface, 
they appear to have been written by dif- 
ferent authors, but it is not difficult to 
trace them to their common source: 


“Under Cover,” by John Roy Carl- 
son, “The Plotters,” by John Roy Carl- 
son, “How Secure These Rights,” by 
Weintraub, “The Nazis Go Under- 
ground,” by Riess, “The Time Bomb,” 
by Pillar, “A Measure of Freedom,” by 
Forester, “The Trouble Makers,” by 
Forester and Epstein. The latest of 
these books is “Apostles of Discord,” 
by Ralph Lord Roy. 


Such books are widely publicized on 
the radio and through the press. Mil- 
lions of Americans have been deceived. 
But if someone should write the true 
story of the Anti-Defamation League, 
he would be attacked as an anti-Semite 
and smeared from Dan to Beer-sheba. 


x * * 
HE POWER of the Gestapo is so 


great that it was able to seize control 
of the House Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities in 1954 when Congress- 
man Velde of Illinois was chairman. It 
1s reported in Washington that they suc- 
ceeded in getting “something” on him. 


The time came when Committee re- 


ports had to be cleared with the Anti- 
Defamation League before being re- 
leased. We were treated to the spectacle 
of a powerful Congressional Committee 
becoming a Talmudic tool. 


It was a slick operation when the An- 
ti-Defamation League began taking 
over government groups clothed with 
the responsibility of investigating and 
wiping out Communist organizations. I 
have watched, with abiding interest, the 
unfoldment of the scheme. 


In 1947, I was visited by State Sena- 
tor Ben Gettleman of Wisconsin and 
asked to accompany him to talk with the 
editor of the Milwaukee Sentinel, a 
Hearst publication. He said the editor 
wished to see me before I appeared be- 
fore the State Legislature to advocate 


a bill requiring professors to sign the 
Loyalty Oath. 


I found the editor to be a Jew. He 
told me. that the Anti-Defamation Lea- 
gue and various Jewish leaders were 
looking for someone like me, a former 
Communist, to dramatize before the 
public and make a national hero. He 
said they had studied several who had 
left the Party but found no one with 
the fluent speech and crusading spirit 
that I possessed. He said Louis Budenz 
had some of the qualities desired, but 
they were afraid to use him because he 
was a Catholic, under the direction of 
the Church. Being a Protestant, I would 


be more free. 


The editor told me if I would sign a 
statement which he had ‘prepared, con- 
demning Communism and Fascism to- 
gether, declaring Fascism to be the 
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greater menace, it would appear in ev- 
ery newspaper the next day, and from 
there on I would become the most pub- 
licized fighter against Communism in 
the nation. They would prepare books 
for me to assure handsome royalties. 
I would never again have a financial 
worry as long as I lived. 


I read the statement. It said I agreed 
with Pope Pius the eleventh that “spir- 
itually we (Christians) are Semites.” 
I would have to attack Major Robert H. 
Williams, Dr. Harvey Springer, Dr. 
Gerald B. Winrod and scores of other 
stalwart Christian patriots as being 
dangerous to the American way of life. 


I refused to sign, and from that day 
to this, I have been under attack by the 
Anti-Defamation League. 











When I watch the performance of 
men like Herbert A. Philbrick, blasting 
Senator McCarthy and other patriots, 
taking sides with leading leftists, being 
wined and dined by the National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews, enjoy- 
ing enormous publicity through press 
and radio, becoming fabulously rich, 
I know the price they paid and the sell- 
out of which they are guilty! 


* * * 


DLE to limitations of space this dis- 

cussion must come to an abrupt end- 
ing. It will be continued in the next 
Defender. The subject is unpleasant 
but for obvious reasons the truth must 
be made known to the greatest number 
of people in the shortest possible time. 
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HIS PICTURE was taken last July on 
the famous Rock or plateau in Jeru- 
salem where a succession of religious 
structures have stood, starting with Sol- 
omon’s Temple erected in the eleventh 
century B.C.. Prior to that time it was 
used as a threshing floor by the Jebu- 
sites. The Old Testament refers to the 
sacred premises as Mount Moriah. 

We know it in modern times as “The 
Dome of the Rock” (which has no refer- 
ence to the dome of the Mosque of Omar 
shown above). Here Jesus taught, preach- 
ed, healed and condemned hucksters in 
the courtyard of Herod’s Temple. 

David bought the Rock from King Or- 
nan, of the Jebusites and later turned 
it over to his son Solomon. “Then David 
said to Ornan, Grant me the place of 
this threshingfloor, that I may build an 
altar therein unto the Lord: thou shalt 
grant it to me for the full price.” I 
Chronicles 21:22. 

After uniting twelve tribes into a solid 
mass, David proposed to transform the 
Wilderness Tabernacle into a permanent 
temple but was forbidden by the prophet 
Nathan. Solomon completed the work ac- 
cording to David’s specifications with the 
assistance of Hiram, King of Tyre. 

“Then Solomon began to build the 
house of the Lord at Jerusalem in mount 
Moriah, in the place that David had pre- 
pared in the threshingfloor of Ornan the 
Jebusite.” II Chronicles 3:1. 
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David wrote the directions a short 
time before his death. The Temple re- 
tained the general proportions of the 
Tabernacle doubled. 


The stones of which the building was 
constructed were, produced in under- 
ground quarries, made to proper sizes so 
when lifted to the surface they could 
be fitted into their respective positions 
without the noise of a hammer. Under- 
neath the Rock, where huge rooms or 
stables have been carved, I saw a narrow 
passageway through which some of these 
stones were carried to the area above. 


“And the house, when it was in build- 
ing, was built of stone made ready be- 
fore it was brought thither: so that there 
was neither hammer nor ax nor any tool 
of iron heard in the house, while it was 
in building.” I Kings 6:7. 


The fabulous structure, built by Solo- 
mon, was pillaged during several wars 
and finally destroyed by the Babylonians 
in 588 B.C. . 


The Temple of Zerubbabel, erected by 
the sanction of King Cyrus of Persia, 
was begun fifty-four years later. It was 
inferior to the first in cost and beauty, 
though of larger dimensions. The con- 
trast was so great that people wept dur- 
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ing the dedication service presided over 
by Ezra. 

This building was partially destroyed 
by Antiochus Epiphanes in 163 B.C. and 
later restored through the efforts of Ju- 
das Maccabeus. 


Herod the Great removed the decayed 
temple of Zerubbabel and began the erec- 
tion of a new one in 17 B.C.. This gorg- 
eous marble edifice, made after Greco- 
Roman designs, was not completed until 
64 A.D. under Herod Agrippa II. Titus 
destroyed it in 70 A. D., thereby fulfill- 
ing our Lord’s prophecy of Mark 13:2. 


Each of these constructions was gigan- 
tic, confounding modern imaginations, at 
costs difficult to compute. Josephus in- 
troduces his description of Herod’s Tem- 
ple as follows: 


“And now Herod, in the eighteenth 
year of his reign, and after the acts al- 
ready mentioned, undertook a very great 
work, that is, to build of himself the 
temple of God, and make it larger in 
compass, and to raise it to a most mag- 
nificent altitude, as esteeming it to be 
the most glorious of all his actions, as 
it really was, to bring it to perfection; 
and that this would be sufficient for an 
everlasting memorial of him.” 


It will be noted from the foregoing 
dates that the Temple of Herod the Great 
stood unfinished in the days of Christ.

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On each visit to Jerusalem, He must have 
seen workmen busy on some part of the 
enormous sanctuary. There is a reflection 
of this in the Gospels. 


During the course of one of His trips, 
He became nauseated at the sight of 


money changers commercializing on the | 


sale of animals for sacrificial purposes, 
and expelled them from the Rock. Jewish 
leaders, who stood to take a financial 
loss, remonstrated. They demanded to 
know, “What sign sheweth thou unto 
us?” What was His authority for the 
unprecedented action? 


The answer recorded by John shows 
that the Temple was still under construc- 
tion. “Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Destroy this temple, and in three 
days I will raise it up. Then said the 
Jews, Forty and six years was this tem- 
ple in building, and wilt thou rear it up 
in three days? But he spake of the tem- 
ple of his body.” 

In 130 A.D., Hadrian the Roman Em- 
peror, erected on the site a Temple to 
Jupiter Capitolinus. Then for centuries 
it remained virtually a dunghill. The 
Moslems came in the year 635 and have 
since regarded the premises sacred only 
second in degree to Mecca. The Mosque 
of Omar, built in the seventh century 
and shown in the background of the ac- 
companying picture, stands on the Rock 
today. 

This shrine is unquestionably the 
most exquisite building in Jerusalem. 
Ecstatic accounts appear in every book 
written about the city. It is an eight- 
sided building of shimmering appear- 
ance, whose dome is erected on columns 
of magnificent porphyry, breccia and 
other tinted stones. 


This surprising edifice, the very ex- 
istence of which seems to transport the 
visitor from the West into another 
world and a different age, is entirely 
blue in physical appearance. It seems 
as if the walls were overspread with 
variegated jewelry in open-work, half 
of pale turquoise and half of vivid 
lapis, with a little yellow, a little white, 
a little green, a little black, soberly em- 
ployed in very fine arabesques. 

English-speaking guides enjoy telling 
tourists that day after day, they find 
some new beauty in the glass windows. 
What constitutes the beauty of these 
windows is that the pieces of glass of 
different colors are not limited as Amer- 
ican windows by a line of lead. 


The framework of the window is a 
thick slab of stucco, perforated, pierced 
obliquely with an infinity of little holes 
of varying shapes. The blue, yellow, 
pink and green fragments are inserted 
at the outer extremity of these narrow- 
ing holes, so that one sees them sur- 
rounded by a kind of nimbus, which is 





their own reflection in the thickness of 
the plaster. The resulting effects are 
soft and melting, suggesting mother-of- 
pearl and precious stones. 


The building was tragically profaned 
by persistent shelling on the part of 
Zionists in 1948, so that today it bears 
pock marks, scars and wounds like an- 
gry gashes in human flesh. Some ques- 
tion if it can ever be restored to its or- 
iginal beauty. 


* x * 


HE ROCK was much larger than | 

expected. Interlaced with narrow 
streets, it accommodates a population 
of a few thousand. 


The actual peak of the Rock, now 
enclosed by the Mosque of Omar, is 
said to have been the altar on which 
Abraham offered Isaac ... the site of 
the altar of sacrifice during the days of 
Solomon’s Temple ... and the place of 
Mohammed’s alleged translation. 


The peak is approximately fifty-five 
and a half feet by forty-three and a 
half feet, and rises above the plateau 
four to six and a half feet. 


Great events, epoch-making events — 
events powerful enough to turn the tides 
of history, have taken place here. And 
the Rock has not lived out its destiny.

ROM Psalms, II Timothy, and I Cor- 
inthians, I have selected passages to 
make a combination text for this mes- 
sage: “If the foundations be destroyed, 
what can the righteous do? The foun- 
dation of God standeth sure. Other 


foundation can no man lay.” 


David faced the tragic fact. Paul 
answered with blessed assurance and in- 
vincible finality. 


A few years ago I heard a great 
authority in the field of economics say: 
“America is dangling at the end of a 
rope of sand.” He was speaking of fi- 
nance, of our economic structure. And 
yet he could have made this picture of 
instability apply to our social, our mor- 
al, and even our religious life. The 
very world itself is staggering. Chris- 
tian America — a misnomer — finds 
herself adrift, without pilot or compass 
on an uncharted sea. 


We have surrendered our fiber and 
are content with the finish. We cam- 
ouflage our frailties and weaknesses 
with a streamlined, skin-deep beauty 
that rubs off and caves im at every 
point of real test. We put on more and 
more varnish in order to hide the lack 
of material. We are veneer mad. Noth- 
ing is solid throughout. In Southern 
California we have learned to build 





houses so thin and so weak of structure 
that you can almost push them over. 
But they look fine. And therefore they 
sell well. 


Many years ago a young fellow ar- 
rived at the university near which I was 
preaching with the first automobile that 
ever “attended” that institution. He un- 
loaded it from a flatcar at the railroad 
station and proceeded to terrify the 
town with his daring as a driver. Horse- 
es ran away. People leaped for their 
lives. He was in the police court almost 
every week. But his father was a mullti- 
millionaire cattleman, and so the boy 
paid his fines and proceeded to terrify 
the community all over again. What 
he did for the town he did doubly for 


the university. 


Finally one day the faculty met and 
expelled him. He put his car back on 
another flatcar and shipped it home. 
One morning I met the dean of the uni- 
versity. He had just received a letter 
from the boy’s father. That father was 
indignant. He reminded the authorities 
at the university that he had paid every 
bill and had the money to keep on 
paying them. He closed the letter with 
some such statement as this: “I sent my 
boy down for you to make a man out 


of him, and you have failed.” I asked 
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the dean what reply he had sent the 
irate father. He answered: “We simply 
wrote him that, when he didn’t send 
anything to us, it was impossible for us 
to send anything back.” 


The sorest deficiency in our nation to- 
day is at this point. We are not furn- 
ishing the material out of which men 
are made. The schools are woefully 
lacking, but if they had everything and 
were doing a perfect job, they could 
not create men and women out of some 
of the youngsters we are furnishing 
them from our homes. The same is true 
of the church. Indeed, there are no 
agencies that can supply the genuine 
metal which is so disastrously lacking 
today. 


I used to train bird dogs. I have pro- 
duced some marvelous field dogs. I 
once owned a dog that I dare not dis- 
cuss lest men think me a liar. You 
would not believe the true stories I 
could tell of that dog’s proficiency. But 
long ago I learned that you could not by 
any process of training make a bird 
dog out of a fice. 


In my childhood my father operated 
an educational institution — the grind- 
stone. Behind the smokehouse we oiled 
it up each fall and got ready for classes. 
I turned the crank while my father, the 
head professor, held the students to the 
course. Now and then he would pour 
on a little water. With his thumb he 
would sometimes give them a test. At 
first he would say: “No, still too dull.” 
But finally he would announce that the 
students were keen enough to graduate. 
I have seen them bite their way into 
the very hearts of the giants of our 
woodlands when we felled our winter 
wood. The grindstone taught me that no 
ax can be sharpened unless it is made of 
good steel. No man can sharpen a tin 
can to where it will fell an oak. 


After the big earthquake in Southern 
California, my wife and I were driving 
through Long Beach near the ruins of 
one of the great high-school buildings. 
A dozen buildings of similar size, erect- 
ed at tremendous cost, lay prone on the 
earth. Two little newsboys were walk- 
ing among the ruins. One of these little 
philosophers picked up a lump of mor- 
tar, crumbled it between his fingers, 
and threw the dust into the wind. “Some- 
thing lacking in the mixture,” he re- 


marked. 


There’s the sad story. There’s the 
reason for the decay of our civilization. 
There’s the why of the apostasy that is 
sweeping the church. There’s the um 
varnished explanation of our liquos, 
gambling, prostitution, and all the rest 
of the sordid tale that causes students 
of present-day conditions to grow sad 
at heart and low in spirit. Just as those 
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school buildings collapsed under strain 
because the mixture was not right — 
not enough cement, too much sand and 
water — just so our civilization seems 
about to collapse, and for the same 


reason. 


HISTORY REVEALS FATAL ERRORS 


Recently I was riding with a friend 
over the Golden Gate Bridge in San 
Francisco. That bridge swings from 
mountain to mountain across that nar- 
row neck of the sea. It has no supports 
that the eye of man can see. And yet 
a few days before I was upor it, it stood 
the test of a storm that blew so fiercely 
that motorists could not manipulate 
their cars. It swung like a baby’s cradle. 
But it stood. After the storm it was 
still fit and ready. 


My friend remarked to me, “Shuler, 
you know the fool engineer who built 
this bridge spent ten times as much 
time on the foundation as on the bridge 
itself. It took him ten years to sell to 
the county officials the fact that he had 
a foundation from which he could 
swing this bridge.” Fool engineer? I 
would to God we had such engineers in 
Washington, D. C., right now, building 
and guiding in the destiny of this na- 
tion! I pray daily that God will send 
to the church such engineers. It is foun- 
dation builders that we need today. 


The call of these times is for foun- 
dations that will not disintegrate, foun- 
dations that cannot be destroyed by time 
and tide, foundations that will stand 
sure. No other variety can or will en- 
dure, and all the experts of these times 
cannot build securely without such 
foundations. 


I hear a great deal of talk about the 
possible swinging of a pendulum. Re- 
cently a minister remarked that the li- 
quor situation would simply have to 
await a reaction in public sentiment. 
We comfort ourselves by trying to feel 
that situations will change and some- 
thing will happen, thus righting the 
wrongs that threaten. Such a_ philos- 
ophy is suicidal. No such reaction came 
to Rome or Athens or Sparta. No pen- 
dulum swung for proud and self-suffi- 
cient Babylon. The bleaching bones of 
empires and republics, once as glori- 
ous as ours has ever been, now lie along 
the wreck-strewn shores of the centuries. 
The pendulum did not swing for them. 


No reaction came. The shifting sands 
went out. The palatial buildings crum- 
bled. Such is the sorry story of the 


centuries. 


Nor will the individual build by any 
other theory. Only as foundations are 
laid by God, will men stand sure. There 
are no substitutes. Just as the prodigal 
found himself in the muck and mire 
of a pigsty, filling his stomach with 
husks that failed to satisfy, so will all 
men come at last to the bitter realiza- 
tion that nothing less than soundness 
in thought, in purpose, in character, 
can bring an enduring satisfaction to 
the soul of man. 


In this day of shifting values, when 
tides eat away the shore lines, when 
storms tear the sails, I want an anchor 
that will hold. I am utterly disgusted 
with experimentation in matters 
of life and destiny. Some things have 
endured. Some truths are old and beat- 
en with storm and tempest. They have 
outlived the centuries. They have en- 
dured through pestilence and famine, 
through fire and flood, through wars 
and human cataclysms. They do not in- 
vite theorizing. They are the certain 
things. They are the fundamentals. They 
endure like the granite of the moun- 
tains. “Oh, then to the rock let me fly,” 
sang our fathers. They knew the mean- 
ing of anchors that hold while storms 


do their deadliest. 


FIRM ANCHOR NEEDED 


There is a Book that is fundamentally 
sound and finally true. It is the Book 
of authority in life and human charac- 
ter — in the molding of men and the 
determining of human destiny. It is the 
Word of God, the revelation that came 
out of heaven. What that Book says is 
true.

GOD IS STILL ON THE THRONE

And so today I can have a sure testi- 
mony amid all the shock and tragedy 
that overwhelm the world. My Christ 
has not failed. He cannot fail. I know 
what’s in this Christ we serve. I know 
His divine nature. I know that He is 
God. The world may crash. Our nation 
may fail. The church may sink in des- 
pair. But Christ will stand, and with 
Him will stand His own. 
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Wherever possible they were the fam- 
ily physicians of legislators. 


After some of the legislators had 
been wined and dined and oiled up with 
fire water, the pressure was applied. 
Gullible legislators were told by the 
lobbyists that naturopathic physicians 
were a menace to the great State of 
South Carolina. They were told that 
it was their duty to get rid of the natur- 
opaths “to protect the health of their 
constituents.” 


ONLY 48 NATUROPATHS IN STATE 


When the legislature convened, the 
A.M.A. lobbyists had everything ready. 
The legislators, especially in the House 
of Representatives, performed like a 
lynching party. But some of the A.M.A. 
boys ran off on tangents. They were un- 
der the impression that the naturopaths 
were planning to ask the South Carolina 
legislature for additional privileges. 
They had planned their coup de grace 
as a counter move. 

They lost valuable time awaiting the 
naturopathic bill which never came. 
About the middle of the session they 
went into action, and handed the Judic- 
iary Committee of the House a bill to 
completely wipe out naturopathy. The 
idea was to make it look like the Act 
was conceived by the South Carolina 
legislature instead of the medical poli- 
ticians. 

The House Judiciary Committee 
obligingly went along. Newspapers 
over the State printed verbatim the 
anti-naturopathic propaganda ground 
out by A.M.A. press agents sent into 
South Carolina for this purpose. 

It is usual for the defending side of 
any legislative bill to request a hearing, 
but not in this case. The persecutors 
gave their victims no opportunity. 
Stooges representing the A.M.A. jump- 
ed the gun and out of a clear sky de- 





manded public hearings on the anti- 
naturopathic bill in order to put on 
a show in State House chambers before 
packed audiences and to propagandize 
their side through press and radio. 


All of the 1,400 allopaths in South 
Carolina were urged to be present. Over 
500 did attend and formed a formidable 
claque which the newspapers represent- 
ed as “overwhelming public sentiment” 
for the bill. 

During the inquisition, one of the 
lobbyisis smugly asked those opposing 
the bill to rise and show “how strong 
they were.” Since there are only 48 na- 
turopaths in South Carolina, they made 
a small showing which was duly report- 
ed in the press with the proper A.M.A. 
slant. During the hearing, many promi- 
nent South Carolina physicians were 
called on to read papers which had 
been prepared by A.M.A. press agents 
and given in advance to their home 
town and county newspapers. 

It should not be construed that the 
average medical physician approves 
what his leaders at Washington and 
Chicago are doing. During the South 
Carolina hearings, one of them express- 
ed the attitude of his colleagues with, 
“What can I do? If I open my mouth, 
I will be snowed under.” 

With this kind of a build-up and set- 
up, passage of the naturopathic repeal- 
er law in the House of Representatives 
was a matter of mere formality. No 
member had the courage to ask for a 
roll call and it was passed on a voice 
vote. 

It was different in the Senate. South 
Carolina had some Senators who were 
capable of doing their own thinking. 
The Senate Medical Affairs Committee 
set a date for a public hearing. The 
naturopaths fought valiantly. 


FIGHT CARRIED OVER 
INTO 1956 SESSION 


Heavy pressure was exerted on some 
of the key Senators for an immediate 
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affirmative vote. The more intelligent 
and independent members of the Upper 
Body checkmated this by staging a fil- 
ibuster which carried the matter over 
to the 1956 Session. 


This is giving Senators time to dig 
through the fog and smog of A.M.A. 
propaganda and learn that doctors of 
naturopathy are not the “menace” medi- 
cal politicians say they are, but actual- 
ly cure many cases where medics find 
themselves helpless. Senators are dis- 
covering that, based on the medics own 
yardstick (classroom hours), chiroprac- 
tic and naturopathic college graduates 
today are better educated than those 
turned out by the medical colleges. 

















They are finding that a naturopathic 
physician must have had two years of 
pre-professional study in an accredited 
college of arts and sciences before he 
can enter a naturopathic college. He 
must then have four years of resident 
study in a college of naturopathy ac- 
credited by the Council on Education 
of the American Association of Naturo- 
pathic Physicians. 


This course must consist of not less 
than 4,500 classroom hours. When one 
considers that a medical school like 
Johns Hopkins requires only 3,896 
classroom hours and Washington Uni- 
versity 3,758, it is difficult to under- 
stand medical men who sneer at the na- 
turopathic graduates. 

South Carolinians are coming more 
and more to feel that a sick person has 
a right to the doctor of his or her choice, 
as doctor Benjamin Rush advocated so 
many years ago. Persons who have nev- 
er been treated by naturopathic physi- 
cians feel that it is an outrage that 
o:hers who want to be cannot be. 


























It is coming to be known that the 
medical politicians want everything per- 
taining to health placed under A.M.A. 
domination. They have a decision to 
make regarding osteopathy — whether 
to absorb this science or outlaw it. 
What they do, will probably depend 
largely on how they fare in the blitz 
kreig against naturopathy and chiro- 
practic. 

If they are successful in these areas, 
they will probably then go after op- 
tometry and chiropody. It is believed 
dentistry will come next. They mean 
to make their dictatorship complete. 
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Beginning two decades ago, many 
States passed so-called “basic science” 
laws. These laws, when placed on the 
statute books through work of the 
A.M.A. lobby, required naturopathic 
doctors to first pass an examination in 
the basic sciences before being allowed 
to take the examination in their own 
specialty. 

Naturopathic and chiropractic colleg- 
es countered by adding courses in chem- 
istry and drugs and today their gradu- 
ates are passing basic science board ex- 
aminations side by side with graduates 
of medicine. It frequently happens that 
more men of medicine flunk than drug- 
less graduates. This is not pleasant to 
the A.M.A. So the basic science boards 
are not as popular with the medics as 
they once were. 


There is no need for the A.M.A. to 
clean any house, but its own. The other 
professions take care of their own busi- 
ness and the A.M.A. should do likewise. 
For the common good, there should be 
cooperation between the various heal- 
ing arts and professions. 


No profession has a cure for every 
disorder. All professions have their 
places to fill. It is significant that only 
allopaths show a desire to monopolize. 


The minority groups who face exter- 
mination, including osteopaths, should 
band together in self defense and not 
listen to blandishments from the medi- 
cal molochs. Else they too will be swal- 
lowed in due course. 


Well meaning members of the South 
Carolina and other legislatures, who 
let themselves be influenced by atten- 
tion showered on them by the A.M.A. 
lobbyists, may wake up too late. They 
may find that the voters have seen 
through the fog and smog of propa- 
ganda ... and this fact may be noted 
when election day rolls around.

When I first came to grips with can- 
cer, in the 1920’s, it was just another 
disease. During the past 30 years the 
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number of cancer deaths has more than 
doubled in nearly every civilized nation 
on the globe. Every 10 seconds some- 
one, somewhere on earth, dies of can- 
cer. That makes 360 deaths per hour, 
8,640 per day, more than 3-million 
deaths every year! 


_— hope can medical science offer 
us? 

At this writing organized medicine 
recognizes only two types of treatment 
for cancer; surgery and _ irradiation 
(X-ray, radium or radioactive isotopes). 
The number of actual cures achieved by 
these authorized methods remains piti- 
fully few — as little as 10 per cent of 
all cases, according to some reliable au- 
thorities. 

Of victims treated in the primary 
stage of the disease, it recently was ad- 
mitted, only 55 or 56 per cent survive; 
of those who reach the fourth stage, 
none survive. These scandalous figures 
highlight the tragic failure of modern 
medicine to measure up to the deadliest 
plague of our time. 


No other disease arouses such direct 
and universal fear in mankind. In the 
mind of the public, a diagmosis of can- 
cer is the equivalent of a death sentence. 
Current hysteria at the mere mention 
of the word “cancer” is such that most 
doctors will not hand the verdict to the 
victim himself; they confide it to mem- 
bers of his family. And children let 
beloved parents die, husbands let their 
wives die, rather than reveal the awful 
secret. 


Doctors themselves are infected by 
panic. They have little confidence in the 
treatments they perforce prescribe; ex- 
perience has taught them that few pa- 
tients stricken with the dread disease 
survive long. 


Today when the average physician 
discovers that his patient has cancer, 
even before he opens his mouth to de- 
liver the diagnosis he has given up 
hope, mentally consigned the helpless 
wretch to death. If he is frank, he will 
tell the victim (or relatives) that the 
latter has three months, perhaps six 
months, perhaps a year to live. 


Their hopelessness is contagious. Us- 
ually, sometime within the prescribed 
period or shortly thereafter, the doom- 
ed individual obediently lies down and 
dies. 

I contend that a great many of these 
deaths are unnecessary. Many of these 
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unfortunates do not die of cancer. In 
the final analysis, they are frightened 
to death! 

No case of cancer, however far ad- 
vanced, is entirely hopeless. Thousands 
of cancer victims who were told by doc- 
tors that they would die within six or 
eight months are still alive and healthy 
years later, and now show no trace of 
the dread disease! 


The fact that we cure cancer without 
the use of surgery, X-ray or radium has 
been established in open court om num- 
erous occasions by the testimony of hun- 
dreds of recovered patients. 

















The witnesses exhibit photos showing 
hideous growths on various parts of the 
body, give harrowing accounts of long 
and ineffective treatment by convention- 
al methods before they came to our clin- 
ic. And they show clean scar tissue 
where the cancer fell alway “like the 
pit from a peach” after a few months of 
our treatment. 


Did these people actually have can- 
cer? We produce records showing diag- 
nosis by their own doctors, and biopsy 
reports from leading pathological la- 
boratories. 


Are they really cured? The average 
life of a cancer victim is about two 
years after the onset of the disease. The 
witnesses were treated five, ten, in some 
instances 20 years ago, and they are 
still alive, free of any trace of the dis- 
ease. 


The refusal of organized medicine to 
recognize or even investigate my treat- 
ment stems from the fact that I am not 
an M.D. (although I employ qualified 
and licensed practitioners at my clinic). 
Yet the celebrated scientist Alexis Car- 
rel has declared: 


“More than half the great remedies 
known to medical history have come 
from empiricists; that is from ‘irregu- 
lars,’ men and women of no or little 
scientific training. There is no reason to 
believe that conditions have essentially 
changed. In the future an unregistered, 
self-trained experimenter, an ‘empiric- 





ist’ by strict elassification, may just as 
well make a revolutionary medical dis- 
covery as one employed in a great la- 
boratory having every up-to-date equip- 
ment.” 


So I am an “empiricist.” My treat- 
ment is based on experience and prac- 
tice. 


Today the Hoxsey Clinic at Dallas, 
Texas is the largest independent cancer 
clinic in the world, with some 10,000 
cases under constant treatment or ob- 
servation. And day by day more pa- 
tients stream in from every section of 
the United States, Canada and Mexico. 


What kind of people are they? What 
drives them to our clinic for treatment, 
frequently against the advice of trusted 
family physicians? A writer for a na- 
tional magazine recently interviewed 
a group of new patients in our waiting 
rooms. 


Here are a few typical cases: 


“A parchment-faced young man in 
a wheel chair said he was from Cali- 
fornia. Doctors had performed an ex- 
ploratory operation, discovered his in- 
testines were riddled with cancer, de- 
cided he was inoperable, sewed him up 
again and sent him home to die. A few 
weeks later his sister brought him a 
publication containing an account of 
the Hoxsey treatment. His brother, who 
accompanied him to the clinic, told me: 
‘What do we have to lose? Even if Hox- 
sey doesn’t cure him, at least he has 
given him hope and a chance to fight 
for his life.’ 


“A middle-aged woman from Ohio 
said she’d first contracted cancer 12 
years ago and submitted to amputation 
of the right breast, followed by 16 
X-ray treatments.

Four months later the nodules reap- 
peared, she had severe pains in her 
right arm, the glands of her neck swell- 
ed. The doctors told her she was incur- 
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able, but recommended intensive X-ray 
to build a wall of dead tissue around 
the cancer and confine it. She refused, 
declaring she would rather die than go 
through more agony. A neighbor who 
had taken the Hoxsey treatment recom- 
mended the clinic.” 


That is a fair cross section of the pa- 
tients who come to us for treatment. 
They come to us because they’re unwill- 
ing to accept as final a death sentence 
handed them by their own doctors. 


Or because they refuse to submit to 
mutilation by knife or searing irradia- 
tion without any certainty that this will 
save their lives. 


Or because they already have tried 
conventional methods, and these have 
failed. They come to the clinic as a last 
resort, like drowning men clutching at 
a straw, because they don’t want to die. 


We don’t pretend to cure all of them. 
The vast majority are advanced and 
even terminal cases by the time we get 
them. Many come to us after the disease 
already has spread through the body; 
after surgery or irradiation has so im- 
paired circulation of the blood to the 
affected areas that our treatment can- 
not reach them. 


Nevertheless, we believe we cure a 
far greater percentage of cases treated 
than is cured by any other method at 
present known to science.

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EVERY THEOLOGIAN and seminar- 

ian is more or less acquainted with 
the Septuagint. It is the first Greek 
translation of the Hebrew Old Testa- 
ment, the oldest made in any language. 
This version was apparently made in 
Alexandria, Egypt, and commenced 
about 280 B.C. 


It was named from the legend of its 
composition by 70, or more exactly 72, 
translators. Seventy is called in Latin 

“septuaginta.” This translation was 
made, we are told, by the request of 
Ptolemy II. Philadelphius (288-247 
B.C.), who wanted a Greek translation 
of the Old Testament for his library. 
Soon it found favor by the Greek-speak- 
ing Jews in Egypt and other countries 
who were called the Hellenists. 


We are also told that Jesus and His 
apostles frequently quoted from the 
Septuagint in place of the Hebrew and 
that the New Testament was written en- 
tirely in Greek. Some qualified students 
of Bible history have challenged these 
statements, and it is therefore neces- 
sary to reconstruct an undistorted pic- 
ture of the times of Christ and the apos- 
tolic church in order to get an unbiased 
view of the matter. 


We all know about the bitter strug- 
gles the Jews carried on in the time 
of the Maccabees to stem the influence 
of the Greek religion, culture and lan- 
guage. Seldom have two different cul- 
tures contested so fiercely for the su- 
premacy as in those days. It was a 
fight of life and death. At last the Jews 
were able to stem the tide of the Greek 
invasion. 


The bitterness against everything that 
was Greek was so intense in Palestine 
that, as Cunningham Geikie tells us in 
his work, “Life and Words of Christ,” 
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“a curse was denounced against any 
Jew that kept pigs, or taught his child 
Greek.” (p. 66.) 


In the preface of “The Holy Scrip- 
tures,” published 1948 by the Jewish 
Publication Society, we find on page 
IV the following statement: 


“While Philo and his Alexandrian 
coreligionists looked upon the transla- 
tion of the Seventy as the work of in- 
spired men, the Palestinian Rabbis sub- 
sequently considered the day on which 
the Septuagint was completed as one 
of the most unfortunate in Israel’s his- 
tory, seeing that the Torah could never 
be adequately translated.” 


In the synagogues the Hebrew Scrip- 
tures were read and the meaning of it 
translated into Aramaic, the common 
language of the people. About the im- 
portance of Aramaic among the Jews 
we read in the “Encyclopedia Ameri- 
cana,” article Bible: 


“When the exiles returned from 
Babylon they found this Aramaic the 
dominant language in Palestine, and 
though Hebrew still continued in use 
it had to give way more and more be- 
fore the popular Aramaic. It is possible 
that some of the later books of the Old 
Testament were composed in Aramaic 
and only later translated into Hebrew 
from which we have them. In any case 
there came a time when Hebrew was so 
little understood that the common folk 
who attended services where the Scrip- 
tures were read that it was necessary 
for the Hebrew text to be translated for 
them into the vernacular Aramaic with 
which they were familiar.” 


Even in Babylon itself the exiles be- 
fore they returned to Palestine had 
learned the language of the country 
which was Aramaic. The great archae- 
ologist, Prof. James Henry Breasted, 
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tells us in “The Conquest of Civiliza- 
tion,” 1938, p. 222: 


“Aramaic, the speech of the Ara- 
mean merchants who filled the busy 
market places of Babylon, had by this 
time (when the Persians overthrew 
Babylon) become the language of the 
whole Fertile Crescent. The Persian of.- 
ficials ... sent out their government 
documents in Aramaic, this universal 
language of business.” 


The Jews found it desirable to have 
the Old Testament translated into Ara- 
maic. This work was undertaken by 
Jews in the middle of the first century 
B.C., in Adiabene on the river Tigris. 
Dr. "Oscar Paret mentions this in his 
German work, “Die Bibel, ihre Uber- 
lieferung in Druck und Schrift,” pub- 
lished by the Wurtt. Bibelanstalt, Stutt- 
gart. On page 57 he says: 


“The translation of the Pentateuch 
and other scriptures into Syriac (also 
called Aramaic) was done by Jews in 
Adiabene, the Roman Assyria, east of 
the upper Tigris, in the middle of the 
first century B.C.” 


But not only the whole so-called 
Fertile Crescent used Aramaic even 
Asia Minor was full of Aramaic speak- 
ing Jews. Conybeare and Howson are 
telling us in their work, “The Life and 
Work of St. Paul,” 1877, p. 38: 


“In Asia Minor we should at first 
sight be tempted to imagine that the 
Grecian tendency would predominate: 
but when we find that Antiochus 
brought Babylonian Jews into Lydia 
and Phrygia, we must not take too con- 
fident a conclusion in this direction; 
and we have grounds for imagining that 
many Israelitish families in the remote 
districts (possibly that of Timotheus at 
Lystra) may have cherished the forms 
of the traditionary faith of the Eastern 
Jews, and lived uninfluenced by Hellen- 
istic novelties.” 


On page 17 we find the statement that 
Antiochus the Great (222-187 B.C.) es- 
tablished two thousand Jewish families 
in Lydia and Phrygia. In the ninth or 
tenth generation in the days of Christ 
there were, as we car imagine, millions 
of these Jews living in Asia Minor be- 
sides the Jews who had immigrated 
there from Palestine. 


Adolf Deissmann in his work, “Licht 
vom Osten,” tells us about a Hebrew 
inscription found im Corinth which was 
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above the door of a Hebrew synagogue, 


and he believes that this was the syna- 
gogue where, according to Acts 18:4, 
the apostle Paul preached to the Ara- 
maic speaking Jews. Jesus and the apos- 
tles must have used the well-known Ara- 
maic version, the Peshitta, which means 
“the simple.” When Christ cried on the 
Cross: “El, El, lmana shevaktani” (Mat- 
thew 27:46) He used the Aramaic lan- 
guage of the Peshitta. 


Now let us compare Colossians 3:11 
in the translations made from the Greek 
with the rendering in the Peshitta. We 
see here something astonishing. In the 
RS.V. we read: “Here there cannot 
be Greek and Jew, circumcised and un- 
circumcised, barbarian, Scythian, slave, 
free man, but Christ is all, and in all.” 
The Peshitta reads as follows: “Where 
there is neither Jew nor Aramean, cir- 
cumcision nor uncircumcision, Greek 
nor barbarian, slave nor freeman; but 
Christ is all and in all.” In the Peshitta 
text we notice a natural, logical order 
and grouping of the different classes 
and peoples. Jews and Arameans who 
were the first to accept the Gospel, had 
the same language, but the Arameans 
were uncircumcised, like the Assyrians 
and Babylonians. This natural order 
and grouping, so clearly shown in the 
Peshitta, is grossly mutilated by the 
Greeks who wanted to sit in the first 
row where the Jewish Christians really 
belonged. The Peshitta text shows all 
the earmarks of original composition. 
The Greek is intentionally muddled. 
This shows us that Paul wrote here Ar- 
amaic. In many places of the New Test- 
ament the Greeks have cast out the un- 
desirable Arameans entirely and put 
themselves in their places. This gives 
the epistles of Paul a Greek coloring 
which is only arr illusion. 


The medical missionary Dr. Asahel 
Grant who labored more than a hundred 
years ago in the Near East shows us in 
his book, “The Nestorians or the Lost 
Tribes,” 1842, that most of the Israel- 
ites who had not returned to Palestine 
accepted the Gospel when the apostles 
labored among them. In later years 
they became the mighty Nestorian 
Church that set Asia on fire with the 
Gospel. On page 275 Dr. Grant states: 
“The Jews (in the region of old Assyr- 
ia) assert very positively that the Nes- 
torians were converted from Judaism 
to Christianity immediately after the 
death of Christ.” According to I Peter 
5:13 the apostle Peter labored among 
the Aramaic speaking people in Baby- 
lon where the Jews had large colonies. 


When Christ appeared to Paul on 
his way to Damascus He spoke to him 
in Aramaic. (See Acts 26:14; 21:40; 
22:2.) The Lord did not use the Greek 


the Lord spoke to John on the isle of 
Patmos in the same language, Aramaic, 
the mother-tongue of the apostle, when 
He dictated to him the seven letters to 
the churches. When the Lord spoke to 


him in Aramaic, John wrote in Aramaic. 


Prof. C. C. Torrey in his book, “Do- 
cuments of the Primitive Church,” tells 
us about the findings of an expert in 
the New Testament field, Prof. DeZwaan 
of the University of Leyden. This schol- 
ar says positively: “John wrote in Ara- 
maic,” (p. 16.) That means that all the 
writings the apostle composed were in 
Aramaic. 


A few months ago a complete copy 
of the Aramaic New Testament was 
brought from the Near East to Wash- 
ington, D.C. It is called the Yonan or 
Aramaic Codex. It dates back, as is be- 
lieved, more than 1600 years and is 
written in the language of Christ and 
His apostles. 


On March 25 it was taken to the 
White House for examination by Pres- 
ident Eisenhower. On April 5, Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles helped 
launch a public exposition of this Ara- 
maic New Testament. The book contains 
227 leaves and is written by hand on 
vellum (parchment). Experts and schol- 
ars agree, we are told, that “This man- 
uscript, so far as is known, is the world’s 
oldest complete New Testament.” It 
rests now in a vault in the Library of 
Congress. 


The Nestorians and the other Ara- 
maic speaking churches of the East used 
always the Aramaic Bible, the Old and 
the New Testament. The British and 
Foreign Bible Society printed in the 
years 1823-26 the whole Bible in Ara- 
maic for the Aramaic speaking Chris- 





tians in Malabar, India, whose ances- 
tors were Jews. 


These Christians are called St. Thom- 
as Christians because the apostle Thom- 
as preached to them the Gospel in their 
mother-tongue. The writer of this ar- 
ticle has a complete copy of this Ara- 
maic Bible, the Peshitta. 


When we study the history of the 
Bible we see that the Greek language 
was not so important in the days of the 
apostles as many think; rather that Ar- 
amaic was the accepted and leading 
language in Palestine. It was the lead- 
ing tongue in the apostolic church. By 
the visitations of long and devastating 
wars and the rise of Islam it was push- 
ed into the background, and in Europe 
and in America the people do not know 
much about the language of the Lord 
and the Peshitta. But it is coming to 
the front again. 


The western dialect of Aramaic is 
called in Europe and America Syriac, 
in the Near East the western and the 
eastern dialects both are called Ara- 
maic. William Jennings says about this 
point: “Syriac is a sister dialect of the 
Aramaic of Galilee, the dialect spoken 
there by our Lord and the Twelve; and 
the one differs only slightly from the 
other.” 


The late Prof. A. T. Olmstead of the 
Chicago University says im an article 
in “Journal of Near Eastern Studies,” 
January, 1942: 


“No longer need the harried graduate 
student in the New Testament seek vain- 
ly for something new as subject for his 
Doctor’s thesis. A wide new field lies 
open before him. All he needs is to 
learn Hebrew and Aramaic — plus the 
elements of historical criticism.” 








language. And we may conclude that 
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RALPH AUTRY and his nime brothers 

and sisters during their early child- 
hood ate sowbelly and boiled beans. 
This was their principal diet. They were 
so poor that Ralph trudged several 
miles to school through the snow on 
winter days with strips of gunny sacks 
tied about his feet. Today he can look 
back upon a life story that reads strang- 
er than fiction. 


Ralph was born May 18, 1916 in 
Springfield, Colorado, a community at 
that time of less than five hundred pop- 
ulation. He had very little schooling 
and says today: “I don’t know anybody 
who can butcher the English language 
like I can. I mutilate it to perfection.” 


But I have heard him tell about the 
late Will Rogers who once said, when 
being chided for using the word “ain’t.” 
Will responded in his famous drawl: “I 
know lots of folks who don’t say ain’t, 
who ain’t eating.” 

Since conversion in December 1951 
when he found Jesus Christ to be his 
personal Saviour, Ralph has told his 
miraculous story more than 150 times, 
usually to packed audiences. I have 
heard it on three different occasions and 
was each time gripped in a way that 
baffles my powers of description. 


He usually takes an hour and twenty 
minutes and audiences sit enraptured 
from the first word until the last. His 





story never varies. It is a thrilling mes- 
sage, demonstrating the transforming 
power of divine grace. No one can hear 
this man speak and ever again say that 
the days of miracles are past. 


Ralph told me recently that his chil- 
dren (three in number) wanted him to 
revise the presentation, but with blunt 
honesty, he said: “How can a man 
change the greatest thing that ever hap- 
pened in his life!” 


A gifted minister with a reputation 
for eloquence in the pulpit told me, if 
he consumes more than thirty minutes 
in the delivery of a sermon, there are 
immediate protests. “Yet,” he contin- 
ued, “an audience sits spellbound for 
more than an hour, listening to Autry 
speaking in ordinary conversational 
tones, and you can hear a pin drop.” 


A man of smaller caliber would be 
proud, vain and arrogant over half of 
Ralph’s achievements. His general be- 
havior serves to remind me of James 
4:6, “God resisteth the proud, but giveth 
grace unto the humble.” Humility al- 
ways reflects strength of character. 


At the age of twelve, Ralph was 
booked as the world’s youngest magi- 
cian. In 1934, during his eighteenth 
year, he joined the armed forces. One 
day, seated on the tail gate of an army 
truck, the driver started the vehicle 
with a quick, violent jerk. Gravel was 


thrown up into Ralph’s eyes with ter. 
rific force. The experience left him to. 
tally blind. 


After much medical care, he was tak. 
en to the famous Fitzsimmons Hospital, 
a veteran’s institution, at Denver, Colo. 
rado. After a thorough examination, 
doctors there told him he would be 
blind the rest of his life. For the next 
two and a half years, he groped in a 
world of darkness. 


But even under these circumstances 
he demonstrated extraordinary resource- 
fulness. Ralph made up his mind to 
get the best possible out of life, regard. 
less of lost hope of ever seeing again. 
He opened a physical culture and dane. 
ing studio and became an instructor. 
Success marked the effort despite a 
handicap that would have discouraged 
most people. 


One day a man came into the place 
and the conversation that followed 
marked a turning point in Ralph’s life. 


The visitor was a salesman, introduc- 
ing a natural food supplement, contain- 
ing 26 trace mineral elements. Autry 
ate them like candy. For weeks the 
man’s advice was followed, and sudden. 
ly one day, he discovered that light had 
become faintly visible. A shout of joy 
ascended in the Autry household. 


Slowly and surely his sight was re. 
stored. Today he can see better than 
ever before and does not use glasses. 
He vowed he would tell everyone the 
need for added minerals to their diet 
to insure good health. 


From then until now, he has shouted 
at the house tops, the gospel of health, 
through right eating. Many lecture 
tours have been conducted with miner- 
als the main topic of discussion. 


People listened, took him seriously, 
and rapid strides were being made to- 
ward a successful business career when 
like a bolt from the blue, he received 
orders from the United States Navy to 
report for service. 


“Who, me?” exclaimed Ralph. “You 
can’t do this. I’m discharged from Fitz 
simmons Hospital as totally blind.” 

But in a matter of days our hero 
found himself again in uniform, carry: 
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ing a long stick, stabbing cigarette butts 
thrown down by other sailors. He view- 
ed the situation with utter disgust. 


“Here I am,” he would say, “just 
look at me. I don’t even smoke and yet 
[ have to go around picking up this 
filthy trash. What has happened to jus- 
tice any way!” 

Then he would think of his wife and 
daughter in their lovely home in Den- 
ver. And the summer home in the 
mountains. But God was teaching this 
young man the virtue of patience. 
“Rome wasn’t built in a day,” he would 
say, “give me time and I’ll show ’em.” 


Ralph drove himself in the service 
of Country despite the streak of bad 
luck and being separated from his fam- 
ily. He was given a Government citation 
for selling 30-million dollars’ worth of 
war bonds in a 90 day period. In due 
time he was honorably discharged and 
started again rebuilding a business ca- 
reer. 


Within three years he stood at the 
head of a corporation with assets 
amounting to 27 million dollars, ac- 
cording to a report of certified public 
accountants. 


Among those in the entertainment 
field who have joined with Ralph Autry 
for the purpose of bettering the health 
of the Nation are Curt Massey, Eddie 
Dean, Max Terhune, Britt Wood, Al 
Castle, Glenn Strange, George Beatty 
and others. 


(Ralph and his associates are now 
making extensive plans for improving 
the soil as a means of producing foods 
more nearly in keeping with the origin- 
al designs of the Creator. They have a 
firm conviction that the present wave of 
so-called incurable diseases which 
threaten to bring about the destruction 
of the human race, have a nutritional 
base. The majority of Americans are 
believed to be poisoning themselves 
through wrong eating.) 


Firmly established in business, we 
observe a young man in the prime of 
life, on the road to worldly success. He 
was fast becoming famous on radio, 
television and the stage. But when most 
aprons, from visible appearances, 
4 was in reality most unhappy inward- 
y: 

“Those years of financial success,” 
he says, “constituted a drab period of 
unhappiness because I was always 
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reaching for something just beyond my 
range. Nothing satisfied the deepest 
cravings of my nature. I was dislocated 
and out of adjustment, in need of some- 
thing the world could not give. My soul 
was ill at ease.” 


As ‘previously stated, I have heard 
Ralph tell his life story on three differ- 
ent occasions. Each time he has come 
to this point in the narrative — des- 
cribing the inner soul thirst which the 
world could not quench, I have thought 
of the hart, young deer, described by 
the Psalmist: 


“As the hart panteth after the water 
brooks, so panteth my soul after thee, 
O God. My soul thirsteth for God, for 
the living God.” 


The crisis came one night in the home 
of his friend, Max Terhune (whom 
many regard as the greatest single at- 
traction and entertainer on the stage). 
Looking back, Ralph can see that 
strange forces had been operating in 
his life several months prior to this 


‘event. God was working “in mysterious 


ways His wonders to perform.” 


On top of the piano in the Terhune 
living room lay a little volume called, 
“The Betty Baxter Story.” They asked 
Ralph to read it aloud. He did, and on 
the way home that night, turned to Mrs. 
Autry and said: “That’s what I want, 
what Betty Baxter has, inner peace and 
contentment, and someone I can turn 
to with absolute assurance.” 


This marked the beginning of a com- 
plete change in the Autry way of life. 
The eventful day soon arrived (Decem- 
ber 31, 1951) when Ralph sealed his 
conversion with a public profession in 
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which the Lord Jesus Christ was accept- 
ed as personal Saviour. 


Prior to that time, he was restless, 
discontented, dissatisfied and sick at 
heart. There seemed to be no goal, no 
objective ahead. His life was like a boat 
tossed on the waves. But after his con- 
version everything changed. 


Now he speaks of being sheltered 
“under the shadow of the Almighty,” 
of knowing that “underneath are the 
everlasting arms,” of enjoying a peace 
of mind and heart that the world can- 
not give or take away. 


“He that dwelleth in the secret place 
of the most High shall abide under the 
shadow of the Almighty. I will say of 
the Lord, He is my refuge and my for- 
tress: my God; in him will I trust.” 


Ralph has a lovely home in Burbank, 
California. The family belongs to the 
First Baptist Church. He teaches a Sun- 
day School class. Mrs. Autry is active 
in church work. Their children attend 
Daily Vacation Bible School. “It is no 
secret what God can do” — and God 
has done much for this family. 


I was interested to learn that Ralph 
has been on the same network of super- 
power radio stations used by Dr. Win- 
rod. He says that members of his fam- 
ily, including his father, have benefited 
for years by listening to the Defender 
Hour. 


Ralph Autry has put over some big 
deals, but he says the biggest of all his 
deals, was a deal of the heart which 


came with the acceptance of Jesus

WISH Congressman Emanuel Cel- 
ler of New York showed up in Israel 
on August 23rd, urging conclusion of a 
so-called “defense pact between the 
United States and Israel to head off any 
attempt of Arab aggression.”

TENSIONS 


HE MOST horrible atrocities of mo- 

dern times were inflicted by the 
Zionists upon the native Arab popula- 
tion in the war which brought the state 
of Israel into existence. More than a 
million Arabs, driven from their homes, 
are right now languishing in refugee 
camps. Their living standards are about 
en par, with the dogs that eat garbage 
from pails in the alleys of American 
cities.

“TNHE NATION is losing its fight 
against juvenile delinquency,” is 
the tragic admission of a United States 
Senate subcommittee investigating crime. 
It is idle to pretend that this situation is 
not fraught with grave consequences. 


Crime in our Country is perilously on 
the upswing year after year without a 
letup. We read daily of teenage slug- 
gings, auto thefts, mob riots, sex orgies, 
narcotic addictions and murders. Juven- 
ile crime appears no longer confined 
to any social class, type of neighbor- 
hood, or to big cities. 


Attorney General Brownell reported 
recently that the criminal of today is 
far more dangerous than the criminal 
of twenty years ago. 


Criminals are not born. They are 
reared in an era which has discarded 
morality. They are fugitives from God. 
They are victims of spiritual starva- 
tion. All their evils are violations of 
His fundamental principles. The laws 
of God and man are inextricably en- 


twined, consequently they flaunt His 
commandments and offend our codes, 
Irreligion has obviously become the 
major contributing factor to our na- 
tional juvenile crisis. 

Mr. J. Edgar Hoover informs us that 
law enforcement and all phases of 
crime costs our Nation twenty billion 
annually, am average of $495.00 year- 
ly per family.

BRITISH REJECT 
SALK VACCINE 


BRITISH medical experts have def- 

nitely rejected the Salk polio vac- 
cine as “too dangerous.” All plans for 
testing it were cancelled after prelimin- 
ary studies. The decision of the British 
Medical Research Council was announc- 
ed at a luncheon by Dr. G. S. Wilson, 
director of the public health laboratory 
service. 


The government Health Ministry had 
previously postponed trials of the Salk 
concoction, but Dr. Wilson declared: 


“T think it only right to tell you now 
that the right word is cancelled. We do 
not feel justified in carrying out in this 
country tests om the Salk vaccine as it 
is at present. There are many things 
about the Salk vaccine which we don’t 
like.” 

He said one of the difficulties in vac- 
cine of the Salk type was to be certain 
of destroying the bacteria or virus by 
such a substance of formaldehyde, and 
that there was a very narrow range of 
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safety between ineffectiveness and dan- 
ger. 

“It is very difficult to avoid the con- 
clusion that formaldehyde cannot be 
relied om in practice to destroy com- 
pletely the virus and that the human 
child is more susceptible than any test 
we have in the laboratory,” Dr. Wilson 
asserted. 


The medical expert said it was the 
concensus not only in Britain but, he 
believed, in the United States as well, 
that a vaccine prepared of living atten- 
uated virus was more likely to fulfill 
anti-polio requirements than a dead vir- 
us. 


“We are hoping to modify the Salk 
vaccine in such a way that the highly 
virulent strains of which it is composed 
will be replaced by less virulent 
strains.” 


POLIO IN IDAHO 


Tests indicate that at least part of 

the 32,123 Idaho children who re- 
ceived Salk polio vaccine shots this 
spring were inoculated with live polio 
virus, L. J. Peterson, acting state health 
director told the Boise Kiwanis club 
during the group’s noon meeting in the 
Owyhee hotel Tuesday. 


The U.S. Department of Public 
Health’s laboratory at Hamilton, Mon- 
tana, has isolated live polio virus from 
both lots of vaccine used in the state, he 
said. 


Tracing the history of the polio out- 
break in Idaho since the vaccine first 
was administered April 18th of this 
year, Peterson said that up to that time 
the incidence of that disease in the state 
was “very low” and that “we were not 
facing an epidemic.” 


Through noon Tuesday, he said, Ida- 
ho has had 114 reported cases of the 
disease this year. Twenty-one of these 
cases were among children who receiv- 
ed the vaccine, Peterson said. On May 
12th he added, “association cases” be- 
gan to break out. These cases were 
among persons in constant contact with 
vaccinated children. 
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Now, Peterson said, “tertiary” cases 
are being discovered among persons in 
contact with the latter group. 


“Where this will end,” he said, “we 
don’t know. It is difficult to cope with 
because it never has happened before.” 


How many “polio carriers” have 
been created in the state through the 
polio vaccine program, Peterson said, 
is impossible to determine. He said 30 
Pocatello families were tested for virus 
after children in the families were in- 
oculated. Although there was no illness 
in any of these families, he added, eight 
persons were found to have live virus 
in their bodies — they had become 
“carriers.” 


Peterson was critical of the handling 
of the polio vaccine problem by the 
U.S. Department of Health, Welfare 

and Education. He said they have not 
properly publicized the fact that “live” 
virus was found in vaccine produced 
by makers other than the Cutter labor- 
atories which furnished that used in 
Idaho and the fact that more than 199 
polio cases followed the administra- 
tion of the Salk vaccine in other states. 


He said the state of Idaho definitely 
will not sponsor further mass polio in- 
oculations but that, when it is cleared, 
it will be made available to pharma- 
cists of the state and to physicians for 
use on their own initiative. 


He expressed doubts that the present 
type of vaccine ever will be completely 
safe because the “line between safety 
and potency” is so narrow. He said 
“new tests” formulated to test the safety 
of the vaccine are simply “more of the 
same” tests which failed to protect the 
children of Idaho this spring. 


“We made a bad mistake,” he said, 
in reference to Idaho’s mass vaccina- 
tions. “We admit our mistake and we 
won't make the same mistake again.”

BLASTS REUTHER 


WALTER REUTHER, president of 

the C.I.0. and a prospective can- 
didate for the United States Senate in 
Michigan next year, was severely criti- 
cized by Representative Clare Hoffman 
in a speech before Congress delivered

Michigan. 

He reviewed Reuther’s activities of 
the last twenty-five years, including his 
study of sociology and economics at 
Wayne University in Detroit, his work 
in a Soviet Russian industrial: plant in 
1933-34, his part in the Detroit sit- 
down strikes of 1937, his deferment for 
military services during World War II, 
and his leadership of the C.I.O..

The attainment of his 
objectives would destroy free enterprise 
and constitutional forms of government, 
just as completely as would a victorious 
war by an armed foe. 

“The real, mature Reuther of today, 
notwithstanding the position he has at- 
tained, is the same brutal, lawless, po- 
litically greedy, self-seeking, ruthless 
Reuther that he was when working in a 
Russian factory, when a goon during 
the sitdown strikes of 1937, and during 
his subsequent rise to power in a labor 
organization.”

AX EASTMAN was for thirty years 

or more, one of the leading leftist 
intellectuals of the western world. He 
promoted Socialism and pleaded the 
Communist cause before the American 
people. 


During these years, few men did 
more to poison contemporary political 
thought. He wrote books, edited maga- 
anes, gave lectures, taught in Columbia 
University and associated himself with 


DAA 
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the New Deal. He raised money to 
send John Reed to Russia and publish- 
ed his articles which were expanded in- 
to the famous book, “Ten Days That 
Shook the World.” 


Eastman spent two years in Soviet 
Russia. After returning home he trans- 
lated Communist works into English, 
including Lenin’s authentic testament, 
and exposed Stalin’s plot to suppress it. 


The last decade has witnessed a com- 
plete change in Eastman’s thinking. He 
has reversed himself. The transforma- 
tion must be regarded as a major loss 
to the cause of Communism and Social- 
ism at high levels.

“Reflections on the Failure of Social- 
ism,” shows why he now believes that 
freedom cannot survive under a plan- 
ned economy ... why a state which is 
autocratic in economics must inevitably 
destroy all freedom.

(THERE APPEARS on this page the 

likenesses of two outstanding mission- 
ary statesmen, laboring faithfully for 
Christ among Spanish-speaking peoples 
... Dr. Ricardo Botello on the left, Su- 
perintendent of Defender missionary 
work in Mexico ... and Dr. J. F. Rod- 
riguez on the right, Superintendent of 
Defender missionary work in the West 
Indies. 


The picture was taken at Rio Piedras, 
Puerto Rico in June of this year, during 
graduation festivities of the Defenders 
Theological Seminary. Thirty-six stu- 
dents were graduated. 


Dr. Botello came from Mexico to de- 
liver the Commencement address, after 
which he toured the Island conducting 
an evangelistic missionary campaign, 
visiting a great many Defender Church- 
es. His ministry, both in the Seminary 
and on the field, was a source of bless- 
ing and encouragement to 





the returning groups from the last two 
years, combine to make one of the 
largest enrollments of any year since 
the School was organized. 


The Christian world is witnessing a 
new chapter of missionary history in 
the West Indies. The impact of the 
program being conducted at the Semin- 
ary center of missionary-evangelistic 
training, is being felt throughout the 
Spanish-speaking world. Puerto Rico 
has become a laboratory for methods 
heretofore untested. 


A competent faculty presides in the 
classrooms while a board of nine trus- 
tees shapes the policies of the institu- 
tion. All classes are conducted in the 
Spanish language. A steady stream of 
trained Christian workers go out from 
the premises — some to preach and or- 
ganize Church congregations and Sun- 
day Schools, others to teach and en- 





gage in Child Evangelism, still others 
to conduct crusades of evangelism .. 
all motivated by one consuming desire, 
to win souls for Christ. 


Because of the poverty which exists 
in Puerto Rico, students are not able 
to finance their schooling. Their edu- 
cation must be underwritten by Chris- 
tians residing in the United States, 
Friends who thus contribute to the sup- 
port of students, for nine consecutive 
months, are known as “Sponsors.” 


Each Sponsor receives a photograph, 
biographical sketch and written person- 
al testimony of his student, with regu- 
lar reports of progress made in the 
classrooms. Sponsors are asked to pray 
daily for their students, and students 
for their Sponsors. © 


By practicing economy, the Seminary 
is able to operate at a cost of $17.50 
per student, each month. This provides 
for such basic needs as food, dormitory 
accommodations, books and minor in- 
cidentals. 


At this writing, several students do 
not have Sponsors and will have to be 
turned back unless immediate support 

is arranged. Sponsors are

But so 
far, the Christian forces of the Western 
world have been slow to respond. There 
are, however, notable exceptions.

As the army of Israeli approached 
an Arab village in Palestine, rather 
than face capture everybody who could 
travel, took what few belongings they 
were able to carry and fled the scene on 
foot, donkeyback, automobile, airplane, 
or however else they were able to go. 
Most were poor, but among them were 
many wealthy people who left behind 
everything accumulated through a life- 
time. Consequently, when the Israeli 
armies captured the city many of the 
finest homes, stores and factories fell 
to them as loot.

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lem, recently made a trip to Beirut, Re- 
public of Lebanon, where he visited an 
Arab refugee camp. He took into his 
arms a dying baby who was perishing 
from hunger. Its tiny body was but 
bones with parchment-like skin drawn 
tightly over them. The child’s cheeks 
were sunken, the eyes dull-glazed, the 
face that of an aged, emaciated man. 
In the small camp were eighty families, 
many of them with children in the same 
condition. Tens of thousands were in 
neighboring camps. Among these the 
children were the first to sicken, due to 
the ravages of starvation and disease. 


“In inspecting another refugee camp 
near Jerusalem he made the trip during 
the driving winter rain, and beheld 
some 60,000 people huddled together 
like cattle, most of them having for 
their only shelter a tattered burlap tent 
or the olive trees. Here and there the 
dying wail of a baby, the moan of an 
aged Arab woman, or the cry of a child 
in search of food, broke the stillness of 
the night. 


“The homeland and possessions of 
these people were taken from them by 
brute force. Without arguing the vex- 
atious Palestine problem, I simply con- 
front you with the question, ‘What do 
the Moslems now think of Christian- 
ity?’ ”

more than a handout or an act of char- 
ity. He needs inward rehabilitation. He 
needs to develop a sense of self respect, 
a feeling of self confidence.

MALACHL 
A FEARLESS PREACHER 


The Book of Malachi 











EMORY TEXT: “Have we not all 
one father? hath not one God 
created us? why do we deal treacherous- 
ly every man against his brother?” 
Malachi 2:10. 
The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 


A. Malachi a messenger of God. Malachi 3:1. 

B. Malachi a preacher of judgment. Malachi 
3:5. 

C. Malachi a foe of religious apostasy. Malachi 
2:1-9. 

D. Malachi a reformer striving to correct na- 
tional evils by working at religious levels. 
Malachi 3:13-15. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “MESSENGER.” 


Nothing is known of the author of 
the book of Malachi beyond what may 
be gathered from the document itself. 
It is to be questioned if a person by this 
name ever lived. The word means “mes- 
senger” or “angel.” We have before us 
a message of great importance, eminent- 
ly practical in character, penned by 
some unnamed prophet. It is minatory 
in tone. 


Whoever the prophet was, he had be- 
fore him a difficult task. He was deal- 
ing with a group of calloused, corroded, 
apostate priests. Nowhere in God’s 
Word is there found a cure for apos- 
tasy. Apostates do not reform. The dic- 
tionary definition for “apostate” is: 
“One who deserts professed principles 
of faith; a renegade.” 


The natural result of apostasy is 
judgment. The spokesman of today’s 
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SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Sunday School lesson denounces, threat- 
ens, rebukes and pronounces judgment. 
He is not wanting, however, in literary 
skill. Offenders are jolted by the force 
of his words. 


He developed the technique of an- 
ticipating the questions the apostates 
would ask in trying to confuse the is- 
sues; quoted them, and immediately 
submitted the answers. Reason, logic 
and truth were on his side and he re- 
cognized this advantage. His blows were 
quick, hard and perfectly timed. The 
Cambridge Bible says: “He is concise 
and yet lucid; energetic and yet collect- 


ed ” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MALACHI 
3:8. 


“Will a man rob God? Yet ye have 
robbed me. But ye say, Wherein have 
we robbed thee? In tithes and offer- 
ings.” Verse 9 continues: “Ye are cursed 
with a curse: for ye have robbed me, 
even this whole nation.” 


The Babylonians conquered Judah in 
587 B.C. and took most of the popula- 
tion prisoner. Prophets of the captivity 
kept a knowledge of Temple worship, 
and hopes of returning to Jerusalem, 
alive among the people. 


When the Persians conquered the 
then existing civilized world, the exiles 
came under their control. Cyrus, King 
of Persia, gave them permission to re- 
turn home. The project was directed 
by Ezra and Nehemiah. The book of 
Malachi came into existence during 
the trying period of the restoration. 


Bitterness and disappointment exist- 
ed among the people. Their hopes were 
deflated. Times were hard. They were 
skeptical and cynical. Land suffered 
from drought, storm, pests, insects and 
other ravages of nature. A careless way 
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of life developed among them, includ- 
ing loss of a sense of duty and responsi- 
bility toward God. 


They appropriated the tithe for selfish 
purposes, let the Temple fall into dis. 
use, offered blemished animals for sac. 
rifice, became immoral and profligate 
in their personal lives and invited upon 
themselves the judgments that follow a 
rebellious attitude. The messenger men- 
tioned in Malachi tried to correct these 
abuses by probing the national con- 
science. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: REVIVAL OF- 
FERS DIVINE CURE FOR NATION- 
AL ILLS. 


The writer of Malachi was a wise 
leader and statesman. He knew that any 
real change for the better, would have 
to start at religious levels. Economic 
or political changes, that ignored spirit- 
ual and eternal values, could be ex- 
pected to produce only surfaceful and 
fleeting results. The nation needed a 
change of heart. The messenger there- 
fore plowed deep. 


The present hour finds the human 
family entering upon a new age — the 
atomic age. The world will never be 
the same again. New forces are being 
released. It is a sobering fact that the 
mind of man is proving to be bigger, 
more powerful, than the physical uni- 
verse of which he is a part. 


It is even more sobering that men of 
wicked and depraved natures possess 
knowledge capable of exterminating hv- 
manity and probably capable of blow- 
ing up the planet. How can such men 
be controlled? How can such knowl- 
edge be made to serve a useful and con- 
structive purpose? 


There is but one answer and that is 
... that a sufficient number of people 
shall be lifted to a level where the mind 
and will of God can be discerned. Then, 
the impact of this spiritual knowledge 
must be registered in the hearts and 
minds of men occupying positions of 
authority in government. 


The fundamental consideration of to- 
day’s lesson is that revival is God's 
method for healing ills and correcting 
abuses which pose a threat to people 
and nations.

A RETURN TO OLD PATHS 


Nehemiah 8: 9: 10:28-39; 
Ezekiel 20:19-20. 











ORY TEXT: “I am the Lord 

your God; walk in my statutes, and 

keep my judgments, and do them.” Eze- 
kiel 20:19. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 

A. A people given a special deposit of revealed 
truth. Ezekiel 20:19. 

B. This people proves a disappointment. Eze- 
kiel 20:4. 

C. A national repentance. Nehemiah 9:2. 

D. National acceptance of a divinely written 
system of law and moral code. Nehemiah 
20:3. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “LAW.” 


The historical setting of today’s les- 
son should be noted. A long, tortuous, 
tedious trail lay behind the people who 
participated in the sacred festivities now 
under consideration. Ezekiel speaks of 
“the abominations of their fathers.” 


David founded the nation. Solomon 
consummated the Temple worship. The 
kingdom separated into Northern and 
Southern divisions. Political parties de- 
veloped. There were cycles of declen- 
sions and revivals. Idol worship gained 
acceptance at various periods. The As- 
syrians conquered the Northern King- 
dom. The Southern Kingdom fell to the 
Babylonians and most of the people 
were taken captive. 


Prophets rose during the exile to keep 
hope of returning to Jerusalem, and a 
knowledge of Temple worship, alive in 
the hearts of the people. Finally, they 
were encouraged to go back home by 
Cyrus, king of Persia. The leaders of 
the movement were Nehemiah and Ezra. 


Through all these vicissitudes, ancient 
Israel had a unique mission to fill, a 
solemn responsibility under God—call- 
ed out from other nations, possessing a 
deposit of truth regarding the nature 
and attributes of God to preserve and 
promulgate despite idolatrous and pa- 
gan surroundings. 
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Nehemiah, Ezra and their people in 
Old Testament times, typified the 
Church, born-again believers of today. 
As these people were called out of the 
nations, so also the word Church means, 
in its New Testament purity, “the called 
out ones.” The Church of the twentieth 
century, typified by ancient Israel, is 
composed of a group of people moved 
upon by the supernatural action of the 
Holy Spirit, who have come out of the 
world and into Christ. They are the 
“called out ones.” The apostle Paul said 
their “citizenship” was in heaven. The 
Church is today the true Israel. The law 
helped prepare the way, and pointed 
forward to, the coming of the Church. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS NEHE- 
MIAH 9:3. 


“And they stood up in their place, 
and read the book of the law.” 


We cannot be exactly sure what Ezra 
read aloud, before the great concourse 
of people on that occasion, to which 
they responded with the shout: “Amen, 
Amen, with the lifting up of their 
hands.” (Nehemiah 8:6) But the docu- 
ment was, in all probability, what we 
know today as the Pentateuch. 


“Ezra had the humility and the in- 
sight, the genius and the grace, to see 
that the future seat of spiritual worship, 
and the true source of spiritual life on 
earth was not to be a building any more, 
but a book. Ages and ages before books 
became what they now are, Ezra was a 
believer in books, and in the Book of 
books. You who make a truly evangel- 
ical use of your Bible, and thus have a 
truly evangelical and a truly intelligent 
love for your Bible, must not forget 
what you owe to Ezra; for it was in 
Babylon, and it was under Ezra’s so 
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your Bible first began to take on its 
shape and solidity.” —Alexander 


Whyte. 


The origin of our modern word “pul- 
pit” appears in Nehemiah 8:4, “And 
Ezra the scribe stood upon a pulpit of 
wood, which they made for the pur- 
pose.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: 
LOWS REPENTANCE. 


The restoration of the Law caused 
the people to burst forth in weeping. 
It was a sober occasion. They “confes- 
sed their sins, and the iniquities of their 
fathers.” Ezra felt otherwise. He re- 
garded it as a time for rejoicing and 
said: “The joy of the Lord ‘is your 
strength.” 


Thereupon the Levites “stilled all the 
people, saying, Hold your peace, for 
the day is holy; neither be ye grieved.” 


JOY FOL- 


A vast multitude of Christian con- 
verts can, by their testimonies, confirm 
Ezra’s position, that joy accompanies 
sincere, heart repentance. To get right 
with God, thereby enjoying a washing 
of the conscience, finding adjustment 
to a normal moral environment, devel- 
oping the inward strength and assur- 
ance that comes from breaking sinful 
fetters, brings joy to the soul. 


“Holiness is essential to true happi- 
ness. If you would have joy, the fulness 
of joy, an abiding joy which nothing 
can take away, be holy as God is holy. 
Holiness is blessedness. Nothing can 
darken or interrupt our joy but sin. 
Whatever be our trial or temptation, the 
joy of Jesus of which Peter says, “in 
whom ye now rejoice with joy unspeak- 
able,” can more than compensate and 
outweigh. If we lose our joy, it must 
be sin. It may be an actual transgres- 
sion, or an unconscious following of 
self or the world; it may be the stain 
on conscience of something doubtful, or 
it may be unbelief that would live by 
sight, and thinks more of itself and its 
joy than of the Lord alone: whatever 
it be, nothing can take away our joy 
but sin. If we would live lives of joy, 
assuring God and man and ourselves 
that our Lord is everything, is more 
than all to us, oh, let us be holy!”

CHRIST'S BIRTH 
Luke 2:1-40 











EMORY TEXT: “Fear not: for, 

behold, I bring you good tidings of 
great joy, which shall be to all people.” 
Luke 2:10. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
es follows: 


A. Jesus was supernaturally born. Luke 2:7. 


B. The event was supernaturally announced. 
Luke 2:9-10. 


C. He came to do a supernatural work. Luke 
2:11. 


D. He was bern to die because His death was 
essential to the solution of the sin problem. 
Luke 2:12. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “BORN.” 


Today we begin a series of studies 
based upon the writings of Luke in the 
Gospel that bears his name and the book 
of Acts. Two basic facts will come into 
focus: (1) the divine Person and (2) 
the divine Message, of the Christ. 


The way of Christ’s entrance into 
this life establishes the fact of His deity. 
Human parents could have produced 
only a human being. Jesus Christ was 
the incarnation of deity. A human body 
was required for God to manifest Him- 
self om human levels. This body was 
provided by a virgin. 


The divine Saviour lived a sinless 
life in the days of His flesh. A super- 
natural life presupposes a supernatur- 
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al birth. The fact of Christ’s deity 
stands or falls, depending upon the va- 
lidity of the doctrine of the virgim birth. 
If supernaturally born, He was God in- 
carnate. If not supernaturally born, He 
was a human being like all other mem- 
bers of Adam’s race. 


It is not surprising that the doctrine 
of the virgin birth has been under con- 
stant attack down across the centuries 
of Church history. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS LUKE 2:12. 


“And this shall be a sign unto you; 
Ye shall find the babe wrapped in swad- 
dling clothes, lying in a manger.” 


A company of shepherds were look- 
ing after their flocks on the plains near 
Bethlehem. Their rovtine night watch 
was interrupted by the sudden appear- 
ance of angelic hosts. All about, they 
beheld “the glory of the Lord” under 
strangely illuminated heavens. “They 
were sore afraid.” 


An angel sought to quiet their fears 
by the joyous announcement that the 
“Saviour which is Christ the Lord” was 
being born in their midst. The shep- 
herds were given a specific “sign” — 
namely, that the Child would be found 
wrapped in “swaddling clothes.” 


Dr. E. F. Haight, writing in the 
Broadman Comments says correctly: 
“Swaddling clothes would be long, nar- 
row strips wrapped tightly around the 
baby like bandages.” 


The men to whom the announcement 
was given could only be amazed to see 
a baby, fresh into this life, wrapped in 
death bandages and laid out for burial. 
This was the shocking “sign.” Mary

OUR 
BIBLE 


A Radio Broadcast 


EVANGELIST BILLY GRAHAM 








HE UNITED STATES has a consti- 

tutional government. Nearly 150 
years ago a number of men, after long 
argument and debate, drew up the Con- 
stitution and submitted it to the 13 
Federated States for ratification. The 
presupposition of these framers of the 
Constitution was that law was absolute. 
Men everywhere in the United States 
were to be free, for they were to know 
what the law required and what the law 
could not do. They were to know their 
rights, their privileges and their limita- 
tions. No judge was to be unfair, for he 
was forced by law to judge on the case 
as law required. 


Men found that if they knew the law 
and kept it, they would be truly free. 
A man knew where he stood, for con- 
stitutional law made it so. Under this 
type of government our country has 
grown and prospered and stands in the 
enviable position of a leader of freedom 
and peace under law. Such law provides 
the premise that a man is innocent until 
he is proven guilty. In other countries 
where law is not absolute, not held 
as the guide for legal behavior, a man 
may be considered guilty until he 
proves his innocence; in this same coun- 
try a man who is guilty may be allowed 
his freedom simply because he has in- 
fluence. I think it obvious that the tra- 
ditional American constitutional law is 
superior to all other laws. 

So the Bible is the constitution of 
Christianity. Just as the Constitution is 
not of any private interpretation, nei- 
ther is the Bible of any private interpre- 
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tation. Just as the Constitution includes 
all who live under its stated domain, 
without exception, so the Bible includes 
all who live under its stated domain, 
without exception. As the Constitution 
is absolute, so the Bible is absolute. As 
the Constitution is the highest law of 
man, so the Bible is the highest law of 
God. God’s laws for the spiritual world 
are found in the Bible. 


Whatever else there may be that tells 
us of God, it is more clearly told us in 
the Bible. Nature does tell us in her 
laws of God, but the message is not 
too clear and tells us nothing of the love 
and grace of God. Conscience does tell 
us in our inmost being of God, but the 
message is fragmentary. The only place 
we can find a clear, unmistakable mes- 
sage is the Word of God which we call 
the Bible. 


If the Bible is not true, then America 
has no true root. True Christianity finds 
all of its doctrines in the Bible, true 
Christianity does not deny any part of 
the Bible, true Christianity does not 
add anything to the Bible. 


For many centuries the Bible has 
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been the most available Book on earth. 
It has no hidden purpose. It has to be 
ready for challenge. Man can hardly 
plead ignorance to the claims of the 
world’s best-seller. The Bible has a 
great tradition and a magnificent heri- 
tage. It took 1600 years to complete its 
writing. There are 66 books written by 
over 30 authors acting as secretaries for 
God. In 1600 years the authors wrote 
the same message, and so clearly that 
the 66 books are actually one Book. 


The message in every book is straight- 
forward; no author changed his writing 
to put his friends in a better light. The 
sins of small and great are frankly ad- 
mitted, the weaknesses of human nature 
are admitted, and life is presented as 
actually found. 


The most modern book in the world 
is the Bible. It has been the anvil upon 
which the critics have worn out their 
hammers. The critics claim the Bible is 
full of forgery, fiction and unfulfilled 
prophecy; but it is gratifying to know 
that the findings of archaeology have 
tended to corroborate rather than to 
deny biblical data. From the stand- 
point of scholarship alone the Bible 
believer stands today in a far more se- 
cure position than he did fifty years 
ago. Our faith, which is not dependent 
upon human knowledge and scientific 
advance, has nevertheless presented a 
magnificent case at the “Bar of Knowl- 
edge.” The Bible, the greatest Docu- 
ment of the human race, remains a bul- 
wark to national, personal and spiritual 
freedom. 

In the oft-quoted statement made by 
William Lyon Phelps, called the most 
beloved professor in America, we get 
something of the importance of the 
Bible. Thus the late president of Yale 
said: “I thoroughly believe in a univer- 
sity education for both men and women, 
but I believe a knowledge of the Bible 
without a college course is more val- 
uable than a college course without the 


Bible.” 
Has less knowledge of the Bible been 


accompanied by a breakdown in our 
moral fiber? you ask. It certainly has! 
Will a return to the study of the Bible 
improve and raise the moral level of 
our people? It certainly will! This 
has been proved time after time in his- 
tory. 

The fact that Bibles are dust collec- 
tors is no longer a joke, even though 
we often hear stories about it. A little 
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girl told her minister that she finally 
had learned everything that was in the 
Bible. She told the minister, ‘“Sister’s 
boy-friend’s picture is in it, and Ma’s 
receipt for vanishing cream, and a lock 
of my hair cut off when I was a baby, 
and the ticket for Pa’s watch is in it.” 


How many times we have heard some- 
one say: “Why, the Bible contradicts 
itself.” Very few of these persons have 
used the family Bible for more than a 
storage place for pressed flowers. The 
first requirement placed upon the eritic 
is that he read carefully every chapter 
of the Bible. It is significant that Bible 
critics seldom bother to read literature 
available on the defense of the Bible, 
much less the Bible itself. I therefore 
criticize the critics. 


The Bible will always be the center 
of controversy. For many centuries 
there have been purges and bonfires. 
There are Bibles in existence today that 
were baked into loaves of bread to 
keep them from the hands of God-hat- 
ing leaders. There are Bibles in scores 
of languages; and organizations are 
working around the clock to provide 
Bible portions to remote tribes so that 
they, too, may have the enlightenment 
which comes from God’s Word. 


William McKinley, the twenty-fourth 
President of the United States, said: 
“The more profoundly we study this 
Book and the more closely we observe 
its Divine precepts, the better citizens 
we will become and the higher will be 
our destiny of the nations.” Benjamin 
Harrison, who succeeded McKinley as 
President, said: “It is out of the Word 
of God that a system has come to make 
life sweet. If you blot out of your sta- 
tute books, your Constitution and your 
family life all that is taken from the 
Sacred Book, what would there be left 
to bind society together?” 


Robert E. Lee once said: “The Bible 
is a book in comparison with which all 
others in my eyes are of minor impor- 
tance, and which in all my complexities 
and distresses has never failed to give 
me light and strength.” And so we could 
go on quoting mam after man in our 
nation’s history — men like Washing- 
ton, Webster and Lincoln who have 
urged their people to heed the message 
of the Bible. 


The main message of the Bible, ladies 
and gentlemen, is Jesus Christ. The 


Bible is primarily concerned with the 
story of the redemption of God as it is 
in Jesus Christ. If you read the Scrip- 
tures and miss the story of salvation, 
you have missed its message and mean- 
ing. 

In Genesis Jesus is the Seed of the 
Woman. In Exodus He is the Passover 
Lamb. In Leviticus He is the Atoning 
Sacrifice. In Numbers He is the Smitten 
Rock. In Deuteronomy He is the Proph- 
et. In Joshua He is the Captain of the 
Lord’s hosts. In Judges He is the Deliv- 
erer. In Ruth He is the Heavenly Kins- 
man. In the six books of Kings, He is 
the Promised King. In Nehemiah He is 
the Restorer. In Esther He is the Ad- 
vocate. In Job He is my Redeemer. In 
Psalms He is my All in All. In Proverbs 
He is my Pattern. In Ecclesiastes He is 
my Goal. In the Song of Solomon He is 
my Satisfier. In the prophets He is the 
Coming Prince of Peace. 


In the Gospels He is Christ coming 
to seek and to save. In Acts He is Christ 
risen. In the Epistles He is Christ at the 
Father’s right hand. In the Revelation 
He is Christ returning and reigning. 
The message of Jesus Christ, our Sav- 
ior, is the story of the Bible — it is the 
story of salvation; it is the story of the 
Gospel; it is the story of life, eternity 
and heaven. 


The whole world ought to know the 
story of the Bible. But if this Gospel 
is hid today from an American listen- 
ing to my voice, it is hidden because 
you have never opened your Bible; or 
opening your Bible, you have question- 
ed and criticized rather than sought the 
Truth. 


Peter, the Apostle, summed it up 
when he wrote: “The longsuffering of 
our Lord is salvation; even as our be- 
loved brother Paul also according to 
the wisdom given unto him has written 
unto you; As also in all his epistles 
speaking in them of these things; in 
which are some things hard to be under- 
stood, which they that are unlearned 
and unstable wrest, as they do also the 
other Scriptures, unto their own de- 
struction.”

the Island of Crete. I am an old man 
suffering from tuberculosis, but I am 
not writing of myself, but for a poor, 
forsaken 14-year-old boy, Andrew 
Kountourakis, in this same sanitarium. 


Andrew’s parents have nine other 
children. They are extremely poor and 
are trying to make a living by farming 
the rocks. Undernourishment and hard 
work on the farm ever since he was a 
little tot have caused Andrew to con- 
tract this horrible disease. He has a 
continual high fever and is constantly 
spitting blood. The public welfare is 
unable to help him and he will certain- 
ly die unless Christians come to his 
assistance. Because I know you are 
good Christians, I beg of you in the 
name of Him who gave His life to save 
us from our sins, to help this poor, un- 


cared-for child. 


He has gone all through the winter 
without a coat to wear. His shoes are 
made of rags. The doctors have great 
hope that they can save him if they are 
able to treat him with Streptomycin, 
Rimifon and PAS tablets. Unfortunate- 
ly, these drugs are not free at this insti- 
tution and his parents are too poor to 
buy them. I beg you, therefore, to send 
the drugs that will save his life. It is a 
pity for such a young child to die just 
because no one cares. I need medicine 
myself, but I am quite willing to die, if 
only help can be procured for this won- 
derful little boy. When I told him I 
was writing to you, he said, “Tell them 
I'll pray that the Lord will lead them to 
help me.” This is an opportunity for 
you, my beloved, to prove that you 
care just like our Lord.
